I have considered the purpose of the Act, the above 
environmental assessment and the review, and am of 
the opinion that the environmental assessment is 
satisfactory to enable a decision to be made as to 
whether approval to proceed with the undertaking 
should or should not be given, or should be given sub- 
ject to terms and conditions. 


Accordingly, I accept the environmental assess- 
ment. 


HEARING 


Under section 13 of the Act, Before I, or the 
Environmental Assessment Board, can _ consider 
whether approval to proceed with the undertaking 
should or should not be given, or should be given sub- 
ject to terms and conditions, the proponent or anyone 
having previously made a submission under subsection 
7 (2) of the Act on the Notice of Completion of 
Environmental Assessment Review for this under- 
taking, may require a hearing by the Environmental 
Assessment Board with respect to whether approval to 
proceed with the undertaking should or should not be 
given, or should be given subject to terms and condi- 
tions. 


The proponent and the other submitter have waived 
the right to a hearing on the approval of the under- 
taking. 


APPROVAL TO PROCEED WITH THE UNDERTAKING 


I have considered the purpose of the Act and the 
environmental assessment of the undertaking as 
accepted by me. 


Accordingly, I hereby give approval to proceed with 
the undertaking subject to the conditions set out 
below. 


REASONS 
The reasons for giving approval are: 


(1) I received no submission requiring a hearing by 
the Environmental Assessment Board after 
giving the Notice of Completion of Environ- 
mental Assessment Review dated July 26, 1982 
and the proponent and the other submitter have 
waived the right to a hearing on the approval of 
the undertaking. I am not aware of any out- 
standing issues with respect to this undertaking 
which suggests that a hearing should be 
required. 
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(2) No other more beneficial method of imple- 
menting the undertaking was identified. 
CONDITIONS 


1. Except as provided by the subsequent conditions, 
the proponent shall comply with all of the provi- 
sions of the EA which are hereby incorporated by 
reference. 


2. Prior to the commencement of construction, the 
final plans, design specifications and methods of 
implementation of each stage of the channeliza- 
tion shall be approved by the Directors of the 
Central Regions of the Ministry of the Environ- 
ment and the Ministry of Natural Resources, and 
copies of the final plans will be filed in the Public 
Record. 


3. Construction activities shall only be carried out in 
the watercourse during the period specified in 
writing by the District Manager of the Lindsay 
District of the Ministry of Natural Resources. The 
District Manager shall advise the Director of the 
Central Region of the Ministry of the Environ- 
ment and public record of these dates and any 
amendments. 


4. Construction of the undertaking shall be con- 
ducted in accordance with the Ministry of the 
Environment’s publication, Evaluating Con- 
struction Activities Impacting on Water 
Resources, particularly section #9 (Bridge 
Construction) and MOE Guidelines on Water 
Excavation. In addition, where excavation will 
interfere with existing bedrock well supplies, the 
proponent will provide alternate or improved 
groundwater supplies or municipal service. 


5. The proponent shall be responsible for monitoring 
the construction site for the presence of contami- 
nated materials. If during excavation, any 
radioactive materials are found the proponent will 
ensure that these materials are deposited in an 
approved site. If an approved temporary or per- 
manent disposal site is not available, the material 
will be left stored and protected at the construc- 
tion site until it can be transported to an approved 
disposal site. 


Radioactive materials are defined as materials 
having a concentration of radionuclides greater 
than the concentration present in the local soil. 
Gammaradiation measures in_- excess. of 
background levels normal for the area may be a 
suitable indicator of the presence of radioactive 
materials. 


6. The proponent shall carry out all construction 
blasting in accordance with the Ministry of the 
Environment’s Model Municipal Noise By-Law 
Publication No. NPC-119. In carrying out the 
blasting, the proponent shall:

65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00.

(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the

EXEMPTION—THE CORPORATION OF THE

Having received a request from the Corporation of 
the Town of Kapuskasing that an undertaking, 
namely: 


The activity of establishing a separate sanitary 
sewer system to serve highway commercial and 
other properties located along Highway #11, 
West of the Kapuskasing River to Neetian 
Road,including a sewage collection system and a 
pre-fabricated extended aeration sewage 
treatment plant complete with building, 


be exempt from the application of the Act pursuant to 
section 29; and 


Having been advised that if the undertaking is 
subject to the application of the Act, the following 
interference with the persons and property indicated 
will occur: 
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A. The owners of the properties in the area to be 
serviced by the undertaking would be 
interfered with in that the time required to 
prepare an environmental assessment for the 
undertaking would extend the planning 
phase of the project into 1984. As such, the 
owners would be required to_ install 
extremely expensive individual sanitary 
facilities this summer or curtail commercial 
activities. 


B. Existing employment would be reduced if the 
establishments in the area to be served by the 
undertaking were required to reduce or cease 
operation as a result of not meeting sanitary 
regulations during 1983. 


Having weighed such injury, damage, or 
interference against the betterment of the people of the 
whole or any part of Ontario by the protection, 
conservation and wise management in Ontario of the 
environment which would result from the undertaking 
being subject to the application of the Act; 


The undersigned in accordance with the advice 
received from the Municipal Council of the Town of 
Kapuskasing, is of the opinion that it is in the public 
interest to order, and orders that the undertaking is 
exempt from the application of the Act for the 
following reasons: 


A. The undertaking will provide a permanent 
solution to the public health hazard that is a 
result of the current practice of discharging 
raw sewage to the Kapuskasing River. The 
Porcupine Health Unit has indicated that this 
practice must cease and has indicated that if 
the undertaking does not proceed this 
summer, commercial activity in the area to 
be serviced will be permitted to continue. 


B. The provision of proper sanitary sewage 
treatment will preserve existing employment 
and promote additional employment in the 
establishments in the area to be serviced by 
the undertaking. 


This exemption is subject to the following terms and 
conditions:

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The Crown and the public will be interfered with 
by the delay in planning and implementing of 
forest management plans which are scheduled to 
proceed within the period of the exemption. 


Having weighed such injury, damage, or interfer- 
ence against the betterment of the people of the whole 
or any part of Ontario by the protection, conservation 
and wise management in Ontario of the environment 
which would result from the undertaking being subject 
to the application of the Act; 


The undersigned is of the opinion that it is in the 
public interest to order and orders that the undertak- 
ing is exempt from the application of the Act for the 
following reasons: 


A. The Ministry of Natural Resources will 
undertake measures to implement public 
participation in respect to the approval of 
Forest Management Agreements, Forest 
Management Plans and Operating Plans, 
including road plans prescribed by these, and 
in respect to aerial spraying of pesticides for 
forest management purposes. 


B. The undertaking is an on-going activity of 
the Ministry of Natural Resources and is an 
integral part of the economy of the Province. 
Since the exemption for this undertaking 
under Exemption Order MNR 11/5, which 
was filed as O. Reg. 13/83, will expire on 
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June 30, 1983, the application of the Act 
before December 31, 1983 in the absence of 
an approval under the Act would result in the 
halting of forest management on Crown 
land. Therefore, the interference which 
would be caused would be undue. 


. The Ministry of Natural Resources has com- 
pleted a draft of the Environmental Assess- 
ment for forest management and_ has 
requested an additional period of time to 
allow interested parties to provide input to 
that Environmental Assessment before a 
formal submission for approval under the 
Act is made. 
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Natural Resources. Where there is a news- 
paper or radio or television station serving 
the area concerned, the public notice shall be 
in the form of a paid public notice in one or 
more of such media. An illustrative format 
which may be used for a printed notice is 
attached as follows:

This pro- 
cedure shall be included as part of the Class 
Environmental Assessment to be submitted 
for the activity of forest management on 
Crown land in Ontario for approval under 
the Act, and will also be incorporated into 
the forest management planning process. 


. For the period that this exemption order is in 
force, the Ministry of Natural Resources 
shall plan primary public forest access roads 
on Crown Management Units in accordance 
with the approved Class Environmental 
Assessment for “Access Roads to MNR 
Facilities’. This procedure shall _ give 
emphasis to the identification of alternative 
road locations and evaluation of the 
environmental effects of alternatives con- 
sidered and shall provide a rationale for the 
alternative road location which is selected. 


. Atleast 30 days prior to the anticipated aerial 
spraying of herbicides or insecticides for 
forest management purposes, the Ministry of 
Natural Resources shall notify the public, the 
appropriate Regional Office of the Ministry 
of the Environment and the Environmental 
Assessment Branch of the project. During 
this period a project description shall be 
made available for public inspection at the 
appropriate district office of the Ministry of 
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specific locations, are available from the

3. the Standing Orders be amended to require 
periodic consolidations and revisions of pri- 
vate legislation in specific circumstances.

The Committee will be considering these proposals 
during the week of the 19th of September, and invites 
written submissions on the proposals. All briefs should 
be deposited with the Clerk of the Committee not later 
than Friday, 9 September 1983.

65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, OF

1. There is hereby established a voluntary plan for 
farm income stabilization respecting apples, to be 
known as the “Ontario Apple Stabilization Plan, 1983- 
Posi. .O: Reg..431/83,.s./1. 


2. In this Regulation, 


(a) “apples” means apples produced in Ontario 
and marketed for any purpose during the 
term referred to in section 9; 


(b) “crop year” means a period from the Ist day 
of July in one year to the 30th day of June in 
the next year; 


(c) “multi-farm operation” means two or more 
farm units operated by two or more different 
participants as a joint undertaking; 


(d) “participant” means, with respect to a multi- 
farm operation, a person who, 


(i) is a bona fide farmer, 
(ii) supports a farm family unit, 


(iii) derives his principal income from 
farming, and 


(iv) shows a distinct and proportionate 
investment, management, labour and 
risk-taking or profit-sharing in the 
multi-farm operation;

6. It is a condition of enrolment in the plan that to 
receive any payment thereunder the person enrolled 
shall comply with all the following conditions: 


1. Sales slips and weigh slips, signed by the 
buyer and seller, shall be maintained by the 
enrolled person and submitted to the Com- 
mission, or to such person as it may direct, in 
respect of every lot of apples for which pay- 
ment is claimed under the plan. 


2. The enrolled person shall not claim payment 
for apples under the plan unless they were 
marketed by him during the crop year with 
respect to which he has applied for payment.

Respirators must be regularly cleaned, disinfeeted and inspected. 
Those issued for the exclusive use of one worker must be cleaned after 
each day's use, or more often if necessary, while those used by more 
than one worker must be thoroughly cleaned and disinfected after each 


use. 
Worn or deteriorated parts must be replaced. 


Respirators for emergency use, such as self-contained devices, are to 
be thoroughly tested at least once a month, and serviced after each 


use. 


All respirators and replacement parts must be stored in a convenient, 


clean and sanitary location. 


Persons must not be assigned to tasks requiring use of respirators 
unless they are physically able to perform the work and use the 


equipment. 


Workers required to wear respirators who experience breathing 
difficulty while using respirators must be referred to a physician for 


evaluation.

Principle of the Sampling Method 


Air, possibly containing TDI or MDI, is drawn at a specified flow rate 
for a known duration through a midget impinger containing an 
absorbing solution. The solution is then analyzed for toluene diamine 
(TDA) or methylene dianiline (MDA) by a colorimetric procedure. This 
method provides a means of monitoring the concentrations of airborne 


TDI or MDI at strategically selected locations in work areas.

The sampling train used to obtain an air sample of TDI or MDI is to

(1) A battery operated portable pump which:

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MEDICAL SURVEILLANCE PROGRAM 


The objective of a medical surveillance program is to protect the 


health of workers by: 

(1) ensuring fitness for exposure to isocyanates; 

(2) evaluating the effect of isocyanates on workers; 

(3) enabling remedial action to be taken when necessary; 


(4) providing health education. 


A complete medical surveillance program shall include the following: 
(1) Pre-employment and pre-placement examinations; 

(2) Periodic medical examinations; 

(3) Clinical tests; 

(4) Health education; 

(5) Record keeping. 

At a pre-placement screening the examining physician shall obtain 


the medical status from existing records if the worker has been 


previously assessed under this regulation. A screening respiratory 


questionnaire shall be administered prior to employment and at six | 
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monthly intervals thereafter. The extent and the frequency of the 


medical examinations and the clinical tests will depend on the types 


of isocyanates, the degree of exposure and the results of previous 


assessments, 


Medical Examinations 


The examination shall include the following:

History 


The initial medical and occupational history shall include 
enquiry for previous exposure to isocyanates (both occupational 
and non-occupational), allergies, asthma and history of present 
or past respiratory or dermatological disorders. The periodic 


questionnaire shall be used to update: 


(a) history of frequency and duration of exposure to 


isocyanates since previous examination; 


(b) signs and symptoms that may be an early indication of 


isocyanate sensitivity, e.¢., 


acute - irritation of eyes, nose and throat, 


- cough and wheezing, 


chronic - skin changes of sensitization, 


- cough, wheezing, sputum or dyspnoea. 
Physical Examination 
When a limited physical examination is required, particular 


attention shall be directed to those systems which may be 


affected by isocyanates. 
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Clinical Tests 


Clinical tests aid in the assessment of a worker's fitness for and 


continued exposure to isocyanates. 


The x-ray and pulmonary function testing facilities used shall meet 


the quality requirements of the Occupational Health Branch.

Pulmonary function tests shall be undertaken if indicated by the 
questionnaire and at least two yearly.

All measurements are to be corrected to body 
temperature and pressure (BTPS). The instruments shall be 
calibrated to currently applied standards as published in the 
"Snowbird Workshop on Standardization of Spiroinetry", 
American Review of Respiratory Illness, Vol. 119, 831 - 838, 
1979. The pulmonary function test should preferably be 
undertaken on the first day of the employee's workweek, 
following 36 hours without exposure to isocyanates. The tests 
may be repeated with advantage during the shift, no sooner 
than four and no later than ten hours after the beginning of the 
work shift.

Where the examining physician or his successor is no 
longer able or willing to keep the records, the records are to be forwarded 
to the Chief Physician of the Occupational Health Medical Service of the 
Ministry of Labour, who will keep them in a secure place.

DESIGNATED SUBSTANCE - BENZENE 
In this Regulation, 


(a) "joint health and safety committee" includes a joint health and 
safety committee established under section 8 of the Act, a 
committee of like nature and the workers or their 
representatives who participate in an arrangement, program or 


system conforming to subsection 8(2) of the Act; 
(b) "m3" means cubic metre; 
(c) "mg" means milligrams. 
Benzene is prescribed as a designated substance. 


(1) Subject to subsection (3), this Regulation applies to every 
employer and worker at a work place where benzene is present, 
produced, processed, used, handled or stored and at which a worker is 


likely to inhale or come into contact with and absorb benzene. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), an employer to whom this Regulation 
applies shall take every precaution reasonable in the circumstances to 
ensure that every worker who is not an employee of the employer but 
who is working in the work place of the employer and is exposed to 
benzene and whose health is likely to be affected thereby is protected 


and the worker shall comply with the requirements of the employer. 


(3) Subsection (2) and sections 4 to 17 do not apply to a 
constructor, to an employer who is carrying out a project or to a 


worker working on or at a project. 
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(1) Every employer shall take all necessary measures and 
procedures by means of engineering controls, work practices and 
hygiene practices and facilities to ensure that the time-weighted 
average exposure of a worker to airborne benzene is reduced to the 
lowest practical level and in any case shall not exceed 1 part benzene 


per million parts of air by volume or 3.25 mg benzene per m? of air. 


(2) Notwithstanding subsection (1), an employer shall ensure that 
the exposure of a worker to benzene shall not exceed five parts 
benzene per million parts of air by volume or 16 mg benzene per m? of 


air at any time. 


(3) Subject to section 5, every employer shall comply with sub- 
sections (1) and (2) without requiring a worker to wear and use 


respiratory equipment. 


(4) The time-weighted average exposure of a worker to airborne 
benzene shall be calculated in accordance with the Schedule and the 
result of the calculation of the exposure may be certified by an 
inspector. 


(5) Every worker shall work in compliance with the work practices 
and hygiene practices in accordance with the provisions of the benzene 
control program. 


(6) On a prosecution for a failure to comply with subsection (1) or 
(2), it shall be a defence for an employer to prove that he has complied 
with subsection (1) or (2) and that a breach of subsection (1) or (2)

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AIR SAMPLING METHOD FOR BENZENE 


Principle of the Sampling Method 


Air, possibly containing benzene, is drawn at a specified flow rate for 
a known duration through a glass tube containing 20/40 mesh activated 
charcoal. The sample is analyzed for benzene by desorption of 
activated charcoal with carbon disulfide and then by gas 
chromatographic assay of the solvent extract. Both personal and area 
samples may be collected by this method. 


Equipment 


The sampling train used to obtain an air sample of benzene is to 


include the following components and satisfy the criteria specified. 
(1) A battery operated portable pump which: 


(a) is capable of delivering, for 6-8 hours not less than 
0.20 litre of air per minute with the glass tube containing 
activated charcoal in the sampling train. The maximum 
deviation from the prescribed flow rate is not to exceed 5% 


and the pump should be equipped with a pulsation damper; 


(b) is intrinsically safe, i.e. certified by an accepted agency as 


safe for use in potentially explosive atmospheres; 


(ec) ineludes a calibrated flow meter or a mechanism for 


maintaining a constant flow rate; 


(d) has an on-off switch and flow rate control or adjustment 


mechanism which are as tamper-proof as possible. 
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A sample collection device (glass tube) which is constructed from 
glass tubing approximately 70 millimetres (mm) in length, 4.0 
mm in inner diameter and 6.0 mm in outer diameter and which 


contains, in sequence, the following materials: 


(a) a plug of silanized glass wool immediately behind the inlet 


port; 


(b) 100 mg of 20/40 mesh activated charcoal in the front 
section; 


(c) a2mm portion of urethane foam; 


(d) 50 mg of 20/40 mesh activated charcoal in the back-up 


section; and 


(e) a3 mm long plug of urethane foam immediately before the 
outlet port. 


Each tube must be flame-sealed at both ends and be supplied with two 


plastic caps for sealing the tube after it has been used for air 
sampling.

(5) A  mereury thermometer for ambient air temperature

Sampling Procedure

The pump battery pack must be fully charged, according to 
the manufacturer's instructions, before use in any 
workshift. If air sampling is carried out for more than one 
shift on the same day, a fully-charged battery pack must be 


substituted for the used one. 


Flow meters or constant flow devices on the pumps must be 
calibrated at 0.20 L/min with the charcoal tube in line by 
using a primary standard, such as a bubble meter, and the 
recommended procedure in the manufacturer's instructions 


for using such a primary standard apparatus, after: 


(i) not more than 40 hours of operation; 


(ii) receiving unusually harsh or potentially damaging 


treatment;

Assemble the sampling train by connecting one end of the 
tubing to the inlet port of the pump and the other end to 
the adapter on the tube holder. The ends of the glass tube 
must be broken to form openings of at least 2 mm before it 
is inserted into the tube holder. 


Check for air leaks in the sampling train by turning on the 
pump and sealing the open end of the tube. The air flow 
indicator on a pump with a flow meter must drop to the 
zero flow position and oscillate slightly. If this does not 
occur, find and either repair the leak if possible, or replace 
the faulty component. 


Label the tube with an appropriate sample number. 


Attach the pump preferably to the worker's belt or place it 
in a pocket, draw the flexible tubing over the shoulder and 
fix the tube holder to the worker's clothing as near as 
possible to the breathing zone with the tube vertical and 
the air inlet port facing upward. Ensure that the sampling 


train will not interfere with the worker's normal duties. 


Check again that the sampling train is properly assembled 
and switch on the pump. Allow the flow rate to stabilize 


for a short duration, then adjust the rate to the pres 


calibrated mark of 0.20 L/min, if the pump has a flow 


meter. Pumps with constant flow devices must not be 
reset after the flow rate control mechanism has been 
calibrated to deliver air at this rate. A calibrated external 


flow meter may be used to check the air flow rate.

Ensure that for any sampling performed during any survey, 
two control or blank charcoal tubes are obtained from the 
same source and the same batch as the sample tubes. 
These blank tubes are handled in the same manner as the 
sample tubes (break, seal and transport) except that no air 


is drawn through them. 


The maximum sampling duration for obtaining an air 
sample should not exceed 100 minutes. A shorter sampling 
duration should be used to avoid significant breakthrough if 
a high concentration of benzene and/or the presence of 
other organic solvent vapours are known or suspected. 
However, the minimum sampling duration for obtaining an 
air sample should not be less than 50 minutes. A sufficient 
number of sequential air samples must be taken to cover a 
full workshift or operation during which the worker is 
exposed to benzene. When it is necessary to obtain a 
better estimate of the worker's time-weighted average 
exposure, air sampling should be conducted for a sufficient 


number of workshifts or days in a work week. 


During any sampling interval, the sampling train must be 


checked periodically to ensure that it is functioning 
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properly. The air flow rate must not be readjusted after 
the initial flow rate is set. If the flow rate changes 


significantly, terminate sampling and take another sample. 


The ambient air temperature and pressure in the sampling 


area should be recorded at least once. 


When another substance is known or suspected to be 
present in the air, such information, including the 
suspected identity, should be recorded since the compound 


may interfere with the analysis of benzene. 


To terminate sampling, perform the following sequence of 


steps: 


(i) check the air flow rate just prior to termination of 


air sampling; 


(ii) record the time of termination of sampling; 


(iii) switch off the pump and earefully remove the 


sampling train from the worker; 


(iv) remove the glass tube and cap the inlet and outlet 


ports; 


(v) pack the capped tubes tightly to minimize breakage 
and ship them to a laboratory in an airtight plastic 


container placed inside a thermos containing ice. 


Where a maximum concentration determination is required, 
it shall be determined by following the procedure specified 
above with the following exceptions: 
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(i) An air sample should be taken for a period of time, 
generally 15 minutes, in order to allow accurate 


determination of the concentration of benzene; and 


(ii) a sufficient number of air samples should be taken 
during the time periods when peak concentrations 
are anticipated from a knowledge of the work

(n) Asample of the bulk sample, known or suspected to contain 
benzene, should also be submitted to the laboratory in a 
glass container with a screw cap lined with an inert 
material such as polytetrafluoroethylene (PTFE).

Corrections of analytical results for the field blank are made for 
each sample, provided that the various amounts of analyte in all 
sample tubes are greater than the amount of analyte in the field 
blank tubes. 


When the amount of benzene in the back-up section exceeds 25% 
of the total benzene found in both the front and back-up sections 
of a sample tube, there has been a significant breakthrough and 
the concentration of benzene determined for the sample is likely 
underestimated.

GC conditions. The typical operating conditions for the gas

(d) A measured volume of sample is injected into the GC and

(e) One tube is handled in the same manner as a sample tube 
(break, seal and transport), except that no air is sampled 
through this tube. This tube is labelled as a blank and must 


be analyzed in accordance with the total procedure. 


(f) It is also necessary to determine the blank value for the 


batch of charcoal used to prepare the sample tubes. 


Calibration and Standards 


It is convenient to express concentration of standards in terms of 
pg/mL carbon disulfide. The density of benzene (0.878 g/mL) is used 
to convert pg into microliters (iL) for easy measurement with a 
Syringe. A series of standards, varying in concentration over the range 
10 to 5,000 pg/mL, are prepared and analyzed under the same GC 
conditions and during the same time period as the unknown samples. A 
Standard curve is prepared by plotting concentration in pg/1.0 mL 
versus peak area and is found to be linear over the concentration range 
10 to 5,000 pg/mL. 
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Note: Since no internal standard is used in this method, standard 
solutions must be included with each batch of samples 
analyzed. 


6. Determination of Desorption Efficiency 


(1) The desorption efficiency of benzene may vary from one batch of 
charcoal to another and from one laboratory to another. Thus, it 
is necessary to determine, at least once, the percentage of the 
benzene that is removed in the desorption process, for each 
batch of charcoal used. The percentage recovery is variable with 
the amount of benzene present and the concentration range used 


must cover that found in the samples. 


Note: Unless a vapour chamber is available for the 
preparation of suitable spiked samples, the NIOSH 
technique of spiking charcoal with known amounts 
of a solution of benzene dissolved in hexane should 
be followed. 


(2) Procedure for determining desorption efficiency: 


(a) 100 mg of activated charcoal is measured into a 5 mL glass 


vial. 


(b) A known amount of a hexane solution of benzene containing 
43.9 jig benzene/jiL hexane (i.e. 50 pL benzene/mL hexane) 
is injected directly into the activated charcoal with a 
microliter syringe and the vial is sealed using a screw cap 
with a septum faced with an inert material such as 
polytetrafluoroethylene (PTFE). 


(ce) The prepared vials are allowed to stand overnight to assure 
complete adsorption of the analyte onto the charcoal. 
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These vials are referred to as the sample. 


(d) A blank is prepared by measuring 100 mg of activated 
charcoal into a 5 mL vial, adding to it an amount of hexane 
equal to that used in the sample preparation and treating it 


in the manner described above. 
(e) The sample and blank tubes are treated in exactly the same 


manner as the sample tube described in sections 4(2)(b) to

Retention time data for a single GC system does not 
provide proof of chemical identity; a mass spectrogram of the

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MEDICAL SURVEILLANCE PROGRAM 


Purpose 


The objective of a medical surveillance program is to protect the 


health of workers by: 

(a) identifying workers with conditions which may be aggravated by 
exposure to benzene and establishing a baseline measure for 
determining changes in health; 

(b) evaluating the effects of benzene exposure on workers; 


(ec) enabling remedial action to be taken when necessary; 


(d) providing health education. 


The medical surveillance program shall consist of the following: 
(a) pre-employment and pre-placement examinations; 

(b) periodic medical examinations; 

(ec)  elinical tests; 

(d) health education; 

(e) record keeping. 

Medical Examinations 


The examination shall include the following: 
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(1) History: The initial medical and occupational history shall 
include enquiry for previous exposure to benzene and other 
hematological toxins (both occupational and non-occupational), 
personal habits including alcohol intake and drug use, personal hygiene 
and history of present or past renal, hepatic, dermal, hematological, 


cardiovascular and neurological disorders. 
At the periodic examination the history shall be updated to include: 


(a) history of frequeney and duration of exposure to benzene 


since previous examination; 


(b) enquiry for signs and symptoms that may be an indication 


of benzene intoxication; 


acute - irritation of mucous membranes, 
~ dizziness and confusion, 
- headache, weakness. 
chronic - hematologic changes including leukemia, 


- dermatitis. 


(2) General Physical Examination: A general physical examination is 
required. Particular attention shall be directed to those systems which 


may be affected by benzene. The co-ordinating examining physician 
Shall determine the frequency of the periodic examination, but it shall 
be at least annually. | 


Clinical Tests 


Clinical tests aid in the assessment of a worker's fitness for and 
continued exposure to benzene. 


(1) Hematological Tests: These shall include: 
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(a) complete blood count (CBC), at least annually, and 


(b) additional tests such as serum bilirubin and reticulocyte 


count at the discretion of the examining physician. 


If the hematological tests indicate red or white cell abnormalities, 
which are confirmed on repeat specimen, the worker shall be removed 


from exposure to benzene and referred for investigation. 


(2) Phenolin Urine: Urine testing for phenol may be used to monitor 
benzene exposure. However, it should be noted that some food, 
beverages and medications may be metabolized to phenol and this 


should be considered when interpreting the results. 


The frequency of the periodic urinary phenol tests depends on the 
extent of the hazard, and the worker's previous tests results, an 


should usually be at one to three month intervals. 


If symptoms or signs of benzene intoxication are present, the worker 
shall be removed from benzene exposure regardless of the clinical test 


results. 


A determination by the co-ordinating examining physician shall be 
made as to whether the worker is fit with limitations or unfit, and 
action taken in accordance with section 16 of the Benzene 
Regulation. Subsequently, a decision shall be made by the physician as 


to whether the worker may return. 


Urine Sample Collection: To obtain representative samples, the urine 
specimen should normally be collected towards the end of the work 
week and at the end of the shift. Collect 50 mL in a clean 
polyethylene container with screw cap (no liner). Keep refrigerated 


until analysis. 
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5. Health Education 


Personal hygiene is important. All workers, especially women in the 
child-bearing period, shall be made aware of the hazards of benzene 


and their examination results shall be discussed. 


6. Medical History and Exanimation Records 


Under the provisions of the Benzene Regulations the co-ordinating 
examining physician in charge of the medical surveillance program 
shall maintain health records for each worker examined. Such records 


should include: 


- name in full of worker; 

- maiden surname of mother; 

- date of birth; 

- SEX$ 

- Social Insurance Number; 

4 occupations or job titles; 

> date occupations or jobs commenced;

- copies of referral letter to a hospital or physician; 

~ copies of Forms 7 and 8 to the Workers' Compensation 


Board, if completed; 
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all relevant correspondence concerning health, and any 
information coneerning the actions taken in response to 


abnormal clinical tests. 


A worker's health records shall be kept in a secure place by the co- 


ordinating examining physician for: 


(a) a period of forty years from the time such records were 


first made, or 


(b) a period of twenty years from the time the last of such 


records were made, 


whichever is the longer. Where the co-ordinating examining physician 
or his successor is no longer able or willing to keep the records, the 
records are to be forwarded to the Chief Physician of the Occupational 
Health Medical Service of the Ministry of Labour, who will keep them 


in a secure place. 
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PROPOSED REGULATION MADE UNDER 
THE OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH AND SAFETY ACT 


DESIGNATED SUBSTANCE - FORMALDEHYDE 
1. In this Regulation, 


(a) "joint health and safety committee" includes a joint health and 
safety committee established under section 8 of the Act, a 
committee of like nature and the workers or their 
representatives who participate in an arrangement, program or 


system conforming to subsection 8(2) of the Act; 
(b) "m3" means cubie metre; 
(c) "mg" means milligrams. 
2. Formaldehyde is prescribed as a designated substance. 


3. (1) Subject to subsection (3), this Regulation applies to every 
employer and worker at a work place where formaldehyde is present, 
produced, processed, used, handled or stored and at which a worker is 


likely to inhale, absorb or come into contact with formaldehyde. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), an employer to whom this Regulation 
applies shall take every precaution reasonable in the circumstances to 
ensure that every worker who is not an employee of the employer but 
who is working in the work place of the employer and is exposed to 
formaldehyde and whose health is likely to be affected thereby is 
protected and the worker shall comply with the requirements of the 


employer. 
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(3) Subsection (2) and sections 4 to 17 do not apply to a constructor, 
to an employer who is carrying out a project, or to a worker working 
on or at a project. 


(1) Every employer shall take all necessary measures and procedures 
by means of engineering controls, work practices and hygiene practices 
and facilities to ensure that the exposure of a worker to airborne 
formaldehyde is reduced to the lowest practical level and in any case 
shall not exceed one part formaldehyde per million parts of air by 


volume or 1.25 mg formaldehyde per m°® of air at any time. 


(2) Subject to section 5, every employer shall comply with sub- 
section (1) without requiring a worker to wear and use respiratory 


equipment. 


(3) Every worker shall work in compliance with the work practices 
and hygiene practices in accordance with the provisions of the 


formaldehyde control program. 


(4) Ona prosecution for a failure to comply with subsection (1), it 
shall be a defence for an employer to prove that he has complied with 
subsection (1) and that a breach of subsection (1) occurred solely 
because a worker failed to work in compliance with the work practices 
and hygiene practices in accordance with the provisions of the 
formaldehyde control program and the employer has taken every 
precaution reasonable in the circumstances to require the worker to do 


SO. 


(1) Where the strict duty impesed by subsection 4(1) cannot be 


complied with because, 


(a) an emergency exists; or 
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(b) the measures and procedures necessary to control the 


exposure of a worker to formaldehyde, 
(i) do not exist or are not available, 


(ii) are not reasonable or practical for the length of 
time or frequency of exposure or the nature of the 


process, operation or work, or 


(iii) are not effective because of a temporary 


breakdown of equipment, 


the employer shall provide a worker with respiratory equipment which 


shall be used by the worker. 


(2) | Where respiratory equipment is provided by an employer and used 
by a worker, the respiratory equipment shall, 


(a) be appropriate in the circumstances for the concentration 
of airborne formaldehyde, 


(b) meet or exceed the requirements set out in the Code for 
Respiratory Equipment for Formaldehyde dated the 
15th day of July 1983 and issued by the Ministry, and 


(c) be used in accordance with requirements of the Code. 


(3) The employer shall provide training and instruction to a worker 
in the proper care and use of respiratory equipment provided by the 
employer. 


(1) Every employer to whom this Regulation applies shall cause an | 
assessment to be made in writing of the exposure or likelihood of — 
exposure in a work place of a worker to the inhalation, absorption or | 
contact with formaldehyde. 
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(2) In causing the assessment to be made, the employer shall 


consider and take into account such matters as, 


(a) the methods and procedures used or to be used in the 
production, processing, use, handling or storage of 


formaldehyde; 


(b) the extent and potential extent of the exposure of a worker 
to the inhalation, absorption or contact with formaldehyde; 
and 


(c) the measures and procedures necessary to control such 
exposure by means of engineering controls, work practices 


and hygiene practices and facilities. 


(3) In causing the assessment to be made, the employer shall consult 
thereon with the joint health and safety committee and the committee 


may make recommendations with respect to the assessment. 


(4) A copy of the assessment made by an employer shall be given by 
the employer to each member of the joint health and safety

(1) Where the assessment discloses or would, if made in conformity 
with section 6, disclose that a worker is likely to inhale, absorb or have 
contact with formaldehyde and that the health of the worker may be 
affected thereby, the employer shall develop, establish, put into effect 
and maintain measures and procedures to control the exposure of the 
worker to formaldehyde and shall incorporate the same into a

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(a) engineering controls, work practiees and hygiene practices 
and facilities to control the exposure of a worker to 
formaldehyde;

Where a change is made in a process involving formaldehyde, or in the 
methods and procedures in the production, use, handling or storage of 
formaldehyde and the change could result in a significant difference in 
the exposure of a worker to the inhalation or absorption of 
formaldehyde, the employer shall cause a further assessment to be

(1) Where disputes arise between an employer and a joint health and

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GENERAL REQUIREMENTS FOR THE USE OF RESPIRATORS 


Subject to the Table in this Code, respiratory protective equipment 
must be used in accordance with the procedure specified by the 


equipment manufacturer. 


Written standard operating procedures governing the selection and use 


of respirators must be established. 


Written procedures on use and care of respirators must be reviewed 


with workers. 


Workers must be trained in the proper use and limitations of 


respirators. 


Respirators must be fitted so that there is an effective seal between 


the respirator and the worker's face. 


Where practicable, the respirators are to be assigned to individual 


workers for their exelusive use. 


Compressed air, compressed oxygen, liquid air and liquid oxygen used 


for respirators are to meet CSA standards when applicable. 


Respirators must be regularly cleaned, disinfected and inspected. 
Those issued for the exclusive use of one worker must be cleaned 
after each day's use, or more often if necessary, while those used by 
more than one worker must be thoroughly cleaned and disinfected 
after each use. 


Worn or deteriorated parts must be replaced. 


Respirators for emergency use, such as self-contained devices, are to 
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be thoroughly tested at least once a month, and serviced after each 


use. 


All respirators and replacement parts must be stored in a convenient, 


elean and sanitary location. 


Persons must not be assigned to tasks requiring use of respirators 
unless they are physically able to perform the work and use the 


equipment. 


Workers required to wear respirators who experience breathing 
difficulty while using respirators must be referred to a physician for 


evaluation. 


Records of frequency of use by the worker of respiratory equipment 


and its type are to be kept.

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AIR SAMPLING METHOD FOR FORMALDEHYDE 


Principle of the Sampling Method 


Air, possibly containing formaldehyde, is drawn at a specified flow 
rate for a known duration through a midget impinger with a fritted 
glass bubbler containing an absorbing solution. The sample solution is 
then reacted with chromotropic acid-sulphurie acid solution to form a 
coloured complex. The absorbance of the coloured solution is 
determined spectrophotometrically and is proportional to the quantity 
of formaldehyde in the solution. This method provides a means of 
monitoring the concentrations of formaldehyde at strategically 
selected locations in work areas where there is an exposure to 
formaldehyde. It may also be used under certain conditions for 
personal sampling by attaching a spill-resistant midget impinger with a 
fritted glass bubbler and the holder to the worker's clothing as near as 
possible to the breathing zone and attaching the pump preferably to 
the worker's belt or placing it in a pocket. 


Equipment 


The sampling train used to obtain an air sample of formaldehyde is to 


inelude the following components and satisfy the criteria specified. 


(1) A battery operated portable pump which: 


(a) is capable of delivering for 6-8 hours not less than 1 litre of 
air per minute with the midget impinger and fritted glass 
bubbler containing absorbing solution in the sampling 
train. The maximum deviation from the prescribed flow 
rate is not to exceed 5% and the pump should be equipped 


with a pulsation damper; 
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(b) is intrinsically safe, i.e., certified by an accepted agency as 


safe for use in potentially explosive atmospheres; 


(ec) ineludes a calibrated flow meter or a mechanism for 


maintaining a constant flow rate; 


(d) has an on-off switch and flow rate control or adjustment 


mechanism which are as tamper-proof as possible. 


A sample collection device (midget impinger with a fritted glass 
bubbler) which is: 


(a) constructed completely from borosilicate glass and has a 


fritted tip and standard ground glass joint; 


(b) is capable of holding up to 25 mL of solution and is 
calibrated at 15 mL. 


Deionized water is normally used as the absorbing solution. 
Alternatively, a 1% solution of sodium bisulfite, prepared by 
dissolving 10 g of reagent grade sodium bisulfite in 1 L deionized 
water, may be used if desired and in any case should be used as 


an absorbing medium for: 


(a) determining the formaldehyde concentration in the 


presence of oxides of nitrogen; 


(b) simultaneous air sampling for formaldehyde, acrolein and 


low molecular weight aliphatic aldehydes; or 


This solution should be freshly prepared. In order to protect the 
pump from corrosive sulfur dioxide, an absorption tube 
containing soda lime may be inserted between the pump and the 


impinger. 
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(4) Tubing of sufficient length with appropriate wall thickness to 
prevent collapsing when air is drawn through and with 
appropriate inner diameter which will provide a leak-proof fit to 
the outlet port of the bubbler and to the inlet port adapter of the 
portable pump. 


(5) A tripod or other suitable means for supporting the sampling 
train. 


(6) A mereury thermometer for ambient air temperature 


measurements, accurate to + 1°C. 


(7) A barometer for measuring atmospheric pressure, accurate to 
+ 5 mm Hg (0.67 kPa). 


Sampling Procedure

An air sample should be taken for a period of time, 
generally 15 minutes, in order to allow accurate 
determination of the concentration of formaldehyde. A 
sufficient number of such air samples should be taken

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During the sampling interval, the sampling train must be 
checked periodically to ensure that it is functioning 
properly.

Purpose 


The objective of a medical surveillance program is to protect the 


health of workers by:

Medical Examinations 


The examination shall include the following: 
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(1) History: The initial medical and occupational history shall 
include enquiry for previous exposure to formaldehyde (both 
occupational and  non-occupational), allergies, personal habits 
(smoking, hygiene), history of past or present skin, eye and respiratory 


tract disorders. 
A periodic questionnaire shall be administered at six-month intervals. 


(a) history of frequency and duration of exposure to 


formaldehyde since previous examination; 


(b) signs and symptoms that may be an indication of 


formaldehyde exposure; 


acute - irritation of mucous membranes (eyes, 


nose, throat), 
- cough and wheezing, 
chronic - skin changes due to sensitization, 
- cough, wheezing, sputum, or dyspnoea. 
(2) Physical Examination: At the pre-placement screening a limited 
physical examination is required with particular attention directed to 
those systems which may be affected by formaldehyde. The periodic | 


physical examination shall be performed at the discretion of the co- | 


ordinating examing physician. 


The extent and frequency of the examinations and the clinical tests will 


depend on the degree of the exposure to formaldehyde and the results of 


previous assessments. 
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Clinical Tests 


Clinical tests aid in the assessment of a worker's fitness for and 


continued exposure to formaldehyde. 


The x-ray and pulmonary function testing facilities used shall meet the 


quality requirements of the Occupational Health Branch. 


(1) X-rays: The necessity and frequency for x-rays shall be decided 
by the co-ordinating examining physician. 


(2) Pulmonary Function Tests: Pulmonary function tests shall be 
undertaken if so indicated by the questionnaire and at least once every 
two years. They shall include FVC, FEV; FEF 25 - 75% corrected to 
body temperature and pressure (BTPS), or other equivalent flow rate 
tests. The instruments used shall be calibrated to currently applied 
standards as published in the "Snowbird Workshop on Standardization of 
Spirometry", American Review of Respiratory Disease, 119, 831-838, 
1979. The pulmonary function tests should preferably be undertaken 
on the first day of the employee's work week, following 36 hours 
without exposure to formaldehyde. The tests may be repeated with 
advantage during the shift, no sooner than four and no later than ten 


hours after the beginning of the workshift. 


(3) Action Levels: If the pulmonary function tests show a 15% 
decline in FEV/FVC ratio or other significant change from the pre- 
placement or previous periodic tests, and this is confirmed, the worker 
shall be referred for investigation and his suitability for further 


exposure to formaldehyde shall be reviewed. 


If the worker shows evidence of reaction to formaldehyde the 
examining physician shall refer the worker for further assessment. On 
receiving the report of the further assessment the co-ordinating 


examining physician shall advise the employer and the worker as 
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provided for in section 16 of the regulation. 
The term "unfit" may be appropriate for those sensitized individuals 
with known severe reactions. The term "fit with limitations" may be 


appropriate for: 


(i) sensitized individuals with mild and stable reaction 


patterns, and 


(ii) individuals with hyper-reactive airways whose reactive 


levels can be specified. 


Health Education 


Personal hygiene is important and eating, drinking and smoking should 


be prohibited in formaldehyde exposure areas. Workers should be 


advised of the hazards associated with smoking. All workers shall be 


made aware of the hazards of formaldehyde, and their examination 


results shall be discussed. 


Medical History and Examination Records 


Under the provisions of the Formaldehyde Regulation, the co-

A worker's health records shall be kept in a secure place by the co- 


ordinating examining physician for;

Where the co-ordinating examining physician or 
his successor is no longer able or willing to keep the records, the records 
are to be forwarded to the Chief Physician of the Occupational Health

“RESIDENT CANADIAN” CLASS OF 
PERSONS PRESCRIBED

1. Full-time employees of the Government of 
Canada, a province or a territory of Canada 
or of an agency of any such government or of 
a federal or provincial crown corporation.

5. Persons who were, at the time of reaching 
their sixtieth birthday, ordinarily resident in 
Canada and have been, since that time, resi- 
dent outside of Canada less than ten con- 
secutive years.

(2) A form of proxy shall indicate in bold-face type 
that the shareholder may appoint a proxyholder other 
than any person designated in the form of proxy to 
attend and act on his behalf at the meeting and shall 
contain instructions as to the manner in which the 
shareholder may do so. 


(3) If a form of proxy shows a person as designated 
proxyholder, it shall provide a means for the share- 
holder to designate some other person as proxyholder. 


(4) A form of proxy shall provide a means for the 
shareholder to specify that the shares registered in his 
name shall be voted for or against each matter or 
group of related matters identified in the notice of 
meeting, a management information circular, a dissi- 
dent’s information circular or a proposal under section 
99 of the Act, other than the appointment of an 
auditor, the remuneration of the auditor and the elec- 
tion of directors. 
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(5) A form of proxy may confer authority as to a 
matter for which a choice is not specified by the share- 
holder in accordance with subsection (4) if the form of 
proxy, the management information circular or the 
dissident’s information circular states in bold-face type 
how the proxyholder will vote the shares in respect of 
each matter or group of related matters. 


(6) A form of proxy shall provide a means for the 
shareholder to specify that the shares registered in his 
name shall be voted or withheld from voting in respect 
of the appointment of an auditor, the remuneration of 
the auditor or the election of directors. 


(7) A form of proxy, a management information cir- 
cular or a dissident’s information circular shall state 
that the shares represented by the proxy will be voted 
or withheld from voting in accordance with the 
instructions of the shareholder on any ballot that may 
be called for and that, if the shareholder specifies a 
choice with respect to any matter to be acted upon, the 
shares shall be voted accordingly. O. Reg. 446/83,

28.—(1) Discretionary authority may be conferred 
by way of a form of proxy in respect of amendments or 
variations to matters identified in the notice of meeting

of the application; 
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(c) where the land that is the subject of the 
application is situate in a municipality that 
forms part of a county or part of a district, 
metropolitan or regional municipality, the 
senior planning officer or, where there is no 
senior planning officer, to the chief adminis- 
trative officer or, where there is no chief 
administrative officer, to the clerk of the 
county, district, metropolitan or regional 
municipality, unless the senior planning 
officer, chief administrative officer or clerk, 
as the case may be, has notified the commit- 
tee in writing that he does not wish to receive 
notice of applications; 


(d) all assessed owners of land lying within sixty 
metres of the land that is the subject of the 
application except that, where a con- 
dominium development is located within

2. Isocyanates are prescribed as designated sub- 
prances, «O.aRegso55/83,isai2: 


3.—(1) Subject to subsection (3), this Regulation 
applies to every employer and worker at a work place 
where isocyanates are produced, used, handled or 
stored and at which the worker is likely to inhale 
isocyanates or where isocyanates may come into con- 
tact with the worker. 


(2) Subject ot subsection (3), an employer to whom 
this Regulation applies shall take every precaution 
reasonable in the circumstances to ensure that every 
worker who is not an employee of the employer but 
who is working in the work place of the employer and 
is exposed to isocyanates and whose health is likely to 
be affected thereby is protected and the worker shall 
comply with the requirements of the employer. 


(3) Subsection (2) and sections 4 to 18 of this Regu- 
lation do not apply to a constructor, an employer who 
is carrying out a project or a worker working on or ata 
project. O. Reg. 455/83, s. 3. 


4.—(1) Every employer shall take all necessary 
measures and procedures by mearis of engineering 
controls, work practices and hygiene practices and 
facilities to ensure that the time-weighted average 
exposure of a worker to toluene diisocyanate 
(TDI), methylene bisphenyl isocyanate (MDI), 
hexamethylene 1,6-diisocyanate (HDI) or isophorone 
diisocyanate (IPDI) is reduced to the lowest practical 
level and in any case shall not exceed 0.005 parts of the 
isocyanate per million parts of air by volume or 0.2 
micromoles of the isocyanate per m? of air. 


(2) Notwithstanding subsection (1), an employer 
shall ensure that the exposure of a worker to toluene 
diisocyanate (TDI), methylene bisphenyl isocyanate 
(MDI), hexamethylene 1,6-diisocyanate (HDI) or 
isophorone diisocyanate (IPDI) shall not exceed 0.02 
parts of the isocyanate per million parts of air by vol- 
ume or 0.8 micromoles of the isocyanate per m? of air 
in any period of time. ‘ 


(3) Subject to subsection (7), every employer shall 
comply with subsections (1) and (2) without requiring 
a worker to wear and use respiratory equipment.

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result of the calculation of the exposure may be cer- 
tified by an inspector. 


(5) Every worker shall work in compliance with the 
work practices and hygiene practices in accordance 
with the provisions of the isocyanates control program. 


(6) On a prosecution for a failure to comply with 
subsection (1) or (2), it shall be a defence for an 
employer to prove that he has complied with subsec- 
tion (1) or (2) and that a breach of subsection (1) or (2) 
occured solely because a worker failed to work in com- 
pliance with the work practices and hygiene practices 
in accordance with the provisions of the isocyanates 
control program and the employer has taken every 
precaution reasonable in the circumstances to require 
the worker to do so. 


(7) Where the strict duty imposed by subsection (1) 
or (2) cannot be complied with because, 


(a) an emergency exists; or 


(b) the measures and procedures necessary to 
control the exposure of a worker to the air- 
borne isocyanates, 


(i) do not exist or are not available, 


(ii) are not reasonable or practical for the 
length of time or frequency of expo- 
sure or the nature of the process, 
operation or work, or 


(iii) are not effective because of a tempor- 
ary breakdown of equipment, 


the employer shall provide a worker with respiratory 
equipment which shall be used by the worker.

5. With respect to isocyanates other than those 
referred to in subsections 4 (1) and (2), every employer 
shall, 


(a2) adopt and implement all such engineering 
controls, work practices and hygiene prac- 
tices as are reasonable and practical; and

mixes, applies, uses, transfers, disposes of, or 
deals with isocyanates and is likely to inhale 
isocyanates or come into contact with 
isocyanates, with appropriate personal pro- 
tective equipment and the worker shall use 
and wear the same.

6.—(1) Where respiratory equipment is provided by 
an employer and used by a worker, the respiratory 
equipment shall be appropriate in the circumstances 
for the concentration of isocyanates and shall meet or 
exceed the requirements set out in the Code for 
Respiratory Equipment for Isocyanates dated the 17th 
day of June, 1983, and issued by the Ministry.

(2) In causing the assessment to be made, the 
employer shall consider and take into account such 
matters as,

(3) In developing the measures and procedures 
mentioned in subsection (1) and the isocyanates control 
program, the employer shall consult with the joint 
health and safety committee and the committee 
may make recommendations with respect thereto.

9. Where a change is made in a process involving 
isocyanates, or in the methods and procedures in the 
production, use, handling or storage of isocyanates 
and the change could result in a significant difference 
in the exposure of a worker to the inhalation of or 
contact with isocyanates, the employer shall cause a 
further assessment to be made forthwith and the pro- 
visions of sections 7 and 8 apply to the further assess- 
ment.

(3) The medical history, physical examination and 
clinical tests shall meet the provisions of the Code for 
Medical Surveillance of Isocyanates Exposed Workers 
dated the 17th day of June, 1983, and issued by the 
Ministry.

15.—(1) The records of the exposures of each worker 
to airborne isocyanates at the work place to be main- 
tained as provided by the isocyanates control program 
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shall identify the worker, including his date of birth, 
his jobs or occupations at the work place, the results of 
monitoring for exposure to airborne isocyanates in his 
work area and the use by the worker of respiratory 
equipment and its type. 


(2) The employer shall provide a copy of the records 
of the exposures of the worker to airborne isocyanates 
as provided by the isocyanates control program to the 
physician who examines the worker and under whose 
supervision the clinical tests of the worker are per- 
formed. O. Reg. 455/83, s. 15. 


16.—(1) The records of medical examinations and 
clinical tests of a worker obtained and made under this 
Regulation and of the exposures of the worker to air- 
borne isocyanates furnished by the employer under 
subsection 15 (2) shall be kept in a secure place by the 
physician who has conducted the examinations and 
tests or under whose supervision the examinations and 
tests have been made for, 


(a) a period of forty years from the time such 
records were first made; or 


(b) a period of twenty years from the time the 
last of such records were made, 


whichever is the longer. 


(2) Where the physician is no longer able or willing 
to keep the records, the records shall be forwarded to 
the Chief Physician, Occupational Health Medical 
Service of the Ministry, or a physician designated by 
the Chief Physician and the provisions of subsection 
(1) shall, with necessary modifications, apply there- 
tos! ©. sReg 2455/8358. 916; 


17.—(1) The physician conducting the physical 
examination or clinical tests or under whose super- 
vision the examination or tests are made shall advise 
the employer, who shall act thereon, and the worker 
whether the worker, because of a condition resulting 
from the inhalation of or contact with isocyanates, is 
fit with limitations or unfit for work in isocyanates 
exposure without giving nor disclosing to the employer 
the records or results of the examination or tests, and 
in advising that the worker is fit with limitations or 
unfit, the physician shall be governed by the provi- 
sions of the Code for Medical Surveillance of Isocyan- 
ates Exposed Workers referred to in subsection 14 (3). 


(2) Where a worker is removed from exposure to 
isocyanates because a physical examination or clinical 
test discloses that the worker may have or has a condi- 
tion resulting from inhalation of or contact with 
isocyanates and suffers a loss of earnings occasioned 
thereby, the worker is entitled to compensation for the 
loss in the manner and to the extent provided by the 
Workers’ Compensation Act. 


(3) Upon advising the employer and the worker that 
a worker is fit with limitations or unfit for work in 
isocyanates exposure the physician shall advise in 
writing upon a confidential basis the joint health and 
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safety committee thereof and in giving such advice 
shall indicate his opinion as to the interpretation to be 
placed thereon. 


(4) Copies of the exposure records and the records 
and results of physical examinations and clinical tests 
of a worker shall be given by the physician conducting 
the examination or tests, 


(a) to the worker or his physician upon the 
request in writing of the worker; and 


(b) in the case of a deceased worker, to the next 
of kin or personal representative of the work- 
er, upon the request in writing of such next of 
kin or personal representative, 


and any authorization of another person by the worker 
or his next of kin or personal representative is of no 
effect. 


(5) Where the physician advises the employer that a 
worker, because of a condition resulting from exposure 
to isocyanates, is fit with limitations or is unfit for 
work in isocyanates exposure, the physician shall 
forthwith communicate such advice to the Chief 
Physician, Occupational Health Medical Service of 
the Ministry. O. Reg. 455/83, s. 17. 


18. For the purposes of this Regulation the methods 
and procedures that may be used or adopted may vary 
from the Codes issued by the Ministry if the protection 
afforded thereby or the factors of accuracy and preci- 
sion used or adopted are equal to or exceed the protec- 
tion or the factors of accuracy and precision in the 
Codes issued by the Ministry. O. Reg. 455/83, s. 18. 


19.—(1) This Regulation, except sections 4, 5, 6, 8, 
9 and 11 to 18, comes into force on the day this Regu- 
lation is filed with the Registrar of Regulations. 
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(2) Sections 4, 5, 6, 8, 9 and 11 to 18 come into force 
ninety days after the the day this Regulation is filed 
with the Registrar of Regulations.

The time-weighted average exposure of a worker to 
airborne isocyanates referred to in subsection 4 (1) 
shall be calculated as follows:

3. The concentrations shall be multiplied by the 
time in hours to which the worker is taken to 
be exposed to such concentrations. 


4. The weekly exposure shall be calculated as 
follows:

5. The time-weighted average exposure shall be

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PROPOSED REGULATION RESPECTING ACRYLONITRILE - 
MADE UNDER THE OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH AND SAFETY ACT 


MINISTRY OF LABOUR 
OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH AND SAFETY DIVISON 


August 6, 1983 
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PROPOSED REGULATION MADE UNDER 
THE OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH AND SAFETY ACT 


DESIGNATED SUBSTANCE - ACRYLONITRILE 


In this Regulation, 


(a) "joint health and safety committee" includes a joint health and 
safety committee established under section 8 of the Act, a 
committee of like nature and the workers or their 
representatives who participate in an arrangement, program or 


system conforming to subsection 8(2) of the Act; 
(b) "m?" means cubic metre; 
(c) "mg" means milligrams. 
Acrylonitrile is prescribed as a designated substance. 


(1) Subject to subsection (3), this Regulation applies to every 
employer and worker at a work place where acrylonitrile is present, 
produced, processed, used, handled or stored and at which the worker 


is likely to inhale, absorb or come into contact with acrylonitrile. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), an employer to whom this Regulation 
applies shall take every precaution reasonable in the circumstances to 
ensure that every worker who is not an employee of the employer but 
who is working in the work place of the employer and is exposed to 
acrylonitrile and whose health is likely to be affected thereby is 
protected and the worker shall comply with the requirements of the 


employer. 
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(3) Subsection (2) and sections 4 to 17 of this Regulation do not 
apply to a constructor, an employer who is carrying out a project or a 


worker working on or at a project. 


(1) Every employer shall take all necessary measures and 
procedures by means of engineering controls, work practices and 
hygiene practices and facilities to ensure that the time-weighted 
average exposure of a worker to airborne acrylonitrile is reduced to 
the lowest practical level and in any ease shall not exceed one part 
acrylonitrile per million parts of air by volume or 2.2 mg acrylonitrile 


per m® of air. 


(2) Notwithstanding subsection (1), an employer shall ensure that 
the exposure of a worker to acrylonitrile shall not exceed five parts 
acrylonitrile per million parts of air by volume or 10.8 mg acrylonitrile 


per m® of air at any time. 


(3) Subject to section 5, every employer shall comply with sub- 
sections (1) and (2), without requiring a worker to wear and use 


respiratory equipment. 


(4) The time-weighted average exposure of a worker to airborne 
acrylonitrile shall be calculated in accordance with the Schedule and 
the result of the calculation of the exposure may be certified by an 


inspector. 


(5) Every worker shall work in compliance with the work practices 
and hygiene practices in accordance with the provisions of the 


acrylonitrile control program. 


(6) On a prosecution for a failure to comply with subsection (1) or 
(2), it shall be a defence for an employer to prove that he has complied 
with subsection (1) or (2) and that a breach of subsection (1) or (2) 


occurred solely because a worker failed to work in compliance with the 
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work practices and hygiene practices in accordance with the provisions 
of the acrylonitrile control program and the employer has taken every 
precaution reasonable in the circumstances to require the worker to do 


So. 


(1) Where the strict duty imposed by subsection 4(1) or 4(2) cannot 


be complied with because, 
(a) an emergency exists; or 


(b) the measures and procedures necessary to control the 


exposure of a worker to acrylonitrile, 
(i) do not exist or are not available, 


(ii) are not reasonable or practical for the length of 
time or frequency of exposure or the nature of 


the process, operation or work, or 


(iii) are not effective because of a _ temporary 


breakdown of equipment, 


the employer shall provide a worker with respiratory equipment which 


shall be used by the worker. 


(2) Where respiratory equipment is provided by an employer and 


used by a worker, the respiratory equipment shall: 


(a) be appropriate in the circumstances for the 


concentration of airborne acrylonitrile; 


(b) meet or exceed the requirements set out in the Code for 
Respiratory Equipment for Acrylonitrile dated the 15th 
day of July, 1983, and issued by the Ministry; and 
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(c) be used in accordance with the requirements of the 
Code. 


(3) The employer shall provide training and instruction to a worker 
in the proper care and use of respiratory equipment provided by the 


employer. 


(1) Every employer to whom this Regulation applies shall cause an 
assessment to be made in writing of the exposure or likelihood of 
exposure in a work place of a worker to the inhalation, absorption or 


contact with acrylonitrile. 


(2) In causing the assessment to be made, the employer shall 


eonsider and take into account such matters as, 


(a) the methods and procedures used or to be used in the 
production, processing, use, handling or storage of 


acrylonitrile; 


(b) the extent and potential extent of the exposure of a 
worker to the inhalation, absorption or contact with 


acrylonitrile; and 


(c) the measures and procedures necessary to control such 
exposure by means of engineering controls, work 


practices and hygiene practices and facilities. 


(3) In causing the assessment to be made, the employer shall 
consult thereon with the joint health and safety committee and the 
committee may make recommendations with respect to the 


assessment. 
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(4) A copy of the assessment made by an employer shall be given by 
the employer to each member of the joint health and safety 
committee. 


(1) Where the assessment discloses or would, if made in conformity 
with section 6, disclose that a worker is likely to inhale, absorb or 
come into contact with acrylonitrile and that the health of the worker 
may be affected thereby, the employer shall develop, establish, put 
into effect and maintain measures and procedures to control the 
exposure of the worker to acrylonitrile and shall incorporate the same 


into an acrylonitrile control program. 
(2) The acrylonitrile control program shall include provisions for, 


(a) engineering controls, work practices and _ hygiene 
practices and facilities to control the exposure of a 


worker to acrylonitrile; 


(b) methods and procedures to monitor the concentrations 
of airborne acrylonitrile in the work place and the 


exposure of a worker thereto; 


(c) personal records of the exposure of a worker to 
acrylonitrile at the work place, including the time- 
weighted average exposure of the worker and of the 
concentrations of acrylonitrile and the times in which 
such concentrations were taken to be representative of 
the exposure of the worker and used in calculating the 


average exposure, to be maintained by the employer; 


(d) medical examinations and clinical tests of a worker; 
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(e) records of medical examinations and clinical tests of a 
worker to be maintained by a physician who has 
examined the worker or under whose direction the 


examinations and tests have been performed; and 


(f) a training program for supervisors and workers on the 
health effects of acrylonitrile and the measures and 
procedures required under the acrylonitrile control 


program. 


(3) In developing the measures and procedures mentioned in 
subsection (1) and the acrylonitrile control program, the employer shall 
consult with the joint health and safety committee and the committee 


may make recommendations with respect to the same. 


Where a change is made in a process involving acrylonitrile, or in the 
methods and procedures in the production, use, handling or storage of 
acrylonitrile and the change could result in a significant difference in 
the exposure of a worker to the inhalation, absorption or contact with 
acrylonitrile, the employer shall cause a further assessment to be 
made forthwith and the provisions of sections 6 and 7 apply to the 


further assessment. 


(1) Where disputes arise between an employer and a joint health 
and safety committee as to an assessment required under section 6 or 
8 or as to the measures and procedures mentioned in subsection 7(1) or © 
the acrylonitrile control program or its provisions required under 
section 7 or 8, the employer, a member of the joint health and safety 
committee or the committee may notify an inspector thereof who shall 
investigate and give a decision in writing to the employer and to the 


member or the committee. 


(2) Nothing in subsection (1) applies so as to affect the power of an 


inspector to issue an order for a contravention of this Regulation.

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(1) A copy of the acrylonitrile control program put into effect by 
the employer shall be given by the employer to each member of the 
joint health and safety committee and the employer shall acquaint 
every worker affected by the acrylonitrile control program with its 


provisions. 


(2) A copy of the acrylonitrile control program put into effect by 
the employer shall be made available by the employer in English and in 


the majority language of the work place. 


Subject to section 17, the procedures for monitoring, sampling and 
determining the concentrations of airborne acrylonitrile in a work 
place and the exposure of a worker thereto shall be those set out in the 
Code for Measuring Airborne Acrylonitrile dated the 15th day of July, 
1983, and issued by the Ministry. 


The results of monitoring the concentrations of airborne acrylonitrile

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Written procedures on use and care of respirators must be reviewed 


with workers. 


Workers must be trained in the proper use and the limitations of 


respirators.

Compressed air, compressed oxygen, liquid air and liquid oxygen used 


for respirators are to meet CSA standards when applicable.

Those issued for the exclusive use of one worker must be cleaned 
after each day's use, or more often if necessary, while those used by 
more than one worker must be thoroughly cleaned and disinfected

Worn or deteriorated parts must be replaced. 


Respirators for emergency use, such as self-contained devices, are to

All respirators and replacement parts must be stored in a convenient, 


clean and sanitary location. 


Persons must not be assigned to tasks requiring use of respirators 
unless they are physically able to perform the work and use the 


equipment.

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AIR SAMPLING METHOD FOR ACRYLONITRILE 


Principle of the Sampling Method 


Air, possibly containing acrylonitrile, is drawn at a specified flow rate 
for a known duration through a glass tube containing activated 
charcoal. The sample is analyzed for acrylonitrile by desorption of 
activated charcoal with carbon disulfide and then by gas 
chromatographic assay of the solvent extract. Both personal and area 


samples may be collected by this method. 


Equipment 


The sampling train used to obtain an air sample of acrylonitrile is to 


include the following components and satisfy the criteria specified: 
(1) A battery operated portable pump which: 


(a) is capable of delivering, for 6-8 hours, not less than 
0.20 litre of air per minute with the glass tube containing 
activated charcoal in the sampling train. The maximum 
deviation from the prescribed flow rate is not to exceed 
+9% and the pump should be equipped with a pulsation 


damper; 


(b) is intrinsically safe, i.e., certified by an accepted agency as 


safe for use in potentially explosive atmospheres; 


(ec) ineludes a calibrated flow meter or a mechanism for 


maintaining a constant flow rate; and 


(d) has an on-off switch and flow rate control or adjustment 


mechanism which are as tamper-proof as possible.

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A sample collection device which is constructed from glass 
tubing approximately 70 mm in length, 4.0 mm in inner diameter 
and 6.0 mm in outer diameter and which contains in sequence the 


following materials: 


(a) a plug of silanized glass wool immediately behind the inlet

(b) 100 mg of 20/40 mesh activated charcoal in the front 


section;

Each tube must be flame-sealed at both ends and be supplied 
with two plastic caps for sealing the tube after it has been used 
for air sampling.

proof fit for the sample collection device and 


(ec) provides adequate protection against tube breakage. 
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(4) Tubing of sufficient length with appropriate wall thickness to 


prevent collapsing when air is drawn through and with 
appropriate inner diameter which will provide a leak proof fit to 


the tube holder and to the inlet port of the portable pump. 


(5) A  mereury thermometer for ambient air temperature

(6) A barometer for measuring atmospheric pressure, accurate to

Sampling Procedure 


(1) Preparation of pumps: 


(a) The pump battery pack must be fully charged, according to 
the manufacturer's instructions, before use in any 
workshift. If air sampling is carried out for more than one 
shift on the same day, a fully-charged battery pack must be 


substituted for the used one. 


(b) Flow meters or constant flow devices on the pumps must be 
calibrated at 0.20 L/min with the charcoal tube in line by 
using a primary standard, such as a bubble meter, and the 
recommended procedure in the manufacturer's instructions 


for using such a primary standard apparatus, after:

(ii) receiving unusually harsh or potentially damaging

Assemble the sampling train by connecting one end of the 
tubing to the inlet port of the pump and the other end to 
the adapter on the tube holder. The ends of the glass tube 
must be broken to form openings of at least 2 mm before it

Check for air leaks in the sampling train by turning on the 
pump and sealing the open end of the tube. The air flow 
indicator on a pump with a flow meter must drop to the 
zero flow position and oscillate slightly. If this does not 
occur, find and either repair the leak if possible, or replace 


the faulty component. 


Label the tube with an appropriate sample number. 


Attach the pump preferably to the worker's belt or place it 
in a pocket, draw the flexible tubing over the shoulder and 
fix the tube holder to the worker's clothing as near as 
possible to the breathing zone with the tube vertical and 
the air inlet port facing upward. Ensure that the sampling 


train will not interfere with the worker's normal duties. 


Cheek again that the sampling train is properly assembled 
and switch on the pump. Allow the flow rate to stabilize 
for a short duration then adjust the rate to the 
precalibrated mark of 0.20 L/min, if the pump has a flow 
meter. Pumps with constant flow devices must not be 
reset after the flow rate control mechanism has been 
calibrated to deliver air at this rate. A calibrated external 


flow meter may be used to check the air flow rate. 
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Note the following information for each sampling train: 


(i) date of sampling; 
(ii) company name; 
(iii) model and serial number of the sampling pump; 
(iv) calibration date of sampling pump; 
(v) name of worker being monitored; 
(vi) job title; 
(vii) work or operation being performed;

Ensure that for any sampling performed during any survey, 
two control or blank charcoal tubes are obtained from the 
Same source and the same batch as the sample tubes. One 
of the blank tubes should be handled in the same manner as 
the sample tubes (break, seal and transport) except that no 


air is drawn through it. 


The maximum sampling duration for obtaining an air 
sample should not exceed 100 minutes. A shorter sampling 
duration should be used to avoid significant breakthrough if 
a high concentration of acrylonitrile and/or the presence of 
other organic solvent vapours are known or suspected. 
However, the minimum sampling duration for obtaining an 
air sample should not be less than 50 minutes. A sufficient 
number of sequential air samples must be taken to cover a 
full workshift or operation during which the worker is 
exposed to acrylonitrile. Where it is necessary to obtain a 
better estimate of the worker's time-weighted average 
exposure, air sampling should be conducted for a sufficient 


number of workshifts or days in a work week.

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During any sampling interval, the sampling train must be 
checked periodically to ensure that it is functioning 
properly. The air flow rate must not be readjusted after 
the initial flow rate is set. If the flow rate changes

The ambient air temperature and pressure in the sampling 


area Should be recorded at least once. 


When two or more substances are known or suspected to be 
present in the air, such information, including their 
Suspected identities, Should be recorded since these 


compounds may interfere with the analysis of acrylonitrile. 


To terminate sampling, perform the following sequence of 


steps: 


(i) check the air flow rate just prior to termination of 
air sampling; 

(ii) record the time of termination of sampling; 

(iii) switch off the pump and carefully remove the 
sampling train from the worker;

(d) A known volume of sample is injected into the GC and the 
area of the sample peak is measured, preferably by means

(e) One tube is handled in the same manner as a sample tube 
(break, seal and transport), except that no air is sampled 
through this tube. This tube is labelled as a blank and must 


be analyzed in accordance with the total procedure. 


(f) It is also necessary to determine the blank value for the 


batch of charcoal used to prepare the sample tubes. 


Calibration and Standards 


It is convenient to express the concentration of standards in terms of 
ug/mL earbon disulfide. The density of acrylonitrile (0.806 g/mL) is 
used to convert pig into microlitres (L) for easy measurement with a 
syringe calibrated in microlitres. A series of standards, varying in 
concentration over the range 10 to 1,500 pg/mL, are prepared and 
analyzed under the same GC conditions and during the same time 
period as the unknown samples. A standard curve is prepared by 
plotting concentration in pg acrylonitrile/mL solution versus peak area 
and is found to be linear over the concentration range 10 to 
1,500 pg/mL. 
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Sinee no internal standard is used in this method, standard 
solutions must be included with each batch of samples 


analyzed.

The desorption efficiency of a particular compound may vary 
from one batch of charcoal to another and from one laboratory 
to another. Thus, it is necessary to determine, at least once, the 
percentage of the specific compound that is removed in the 
desorption process, for each batch of charcoal used. ‘The 
percentage recovery is variable with the amount of compound 
present and the concentration range used must cover that found 


in the samples. 


Note: Unless a vapour chamber is available for the preparation 
of suitable spiked samples, the NIOSH technique of 
spiking samples with known amounts of a solution of 


acrylonitrile dissolved in hexane should be followed. 
Procedure for determing desorption efficiency: 


(a) 100 mg of activated charcoal is measured into a 5 mL glass 


vial. 


(b) A known amount of a suitable solution of acrylonitrile in 
hexane (i.e. high range: 200 pg acrylonitrile/L hexane, 
low range: 8 yg acrylonitrile/uL hexane) is injected 
directly into the activated charcoal with a microliter 


syringe and the vial is sealed using a PTFE-lined screw cap. 


(c) The prepared vials are allowed to stand overnight to assure 
complete adsorption of the analyte onto the charcoal. 


These vials are referred to as the sample. 
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(d) A blank is prepared by measuring 100 mg of activated 
charcoal into a 5 mL vial, adding to it an amount of hexane 
equal to that used in the sample preparation and treating it 


in the manner deseribed above.

When the amount of water in the air is so great that 
condensation occurs in the tube, organic vapours will not be

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MEDICAL SURVEILLANCE PROGRAM 


The objective of a medical surveillance program is to protect the 


health of workers by:

identifying workers with conditions which may be aggravated by 
exposure to acrylonitrile and establishing a baseline measure for 
determining changes in health; 

evaluating the effects of acrylonitrile exposure on workers; 


enabling remedial action to be taken when necessary; 


providing health education. 


The medical surveillance program shall consist of the following:

pre-employment and pre-placement examinations; 


periodic medical examinations; 


clinical tests; 


health education; 


record keeping. 
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Medical Examinations 


The examination shall include the following: 


(1) History: The initial medical and occupational history shall 
include enquiry for previous exposure to acrylonitrile, smoking, 
personal hygiene, history of present or past dermal, hepatic, gastro- 
intestinal, cardiovascular, neurological (particularly fainting or 


convulsions), renal and respiratory disorders. 
At the periodic examination the history shall be updated to include: 


(a) history of frequency and duration of exposure to 


acrylonitrile since previous examination; 


(b) enquiry for signs and symptoms that may be an indication 


of acrylonitrile intoxication; 


acute; local - skin blisters (often not 
detected for some hours 
after exposure) 


z eye irritation 


acute; systemic = headaches, weakness 
= nausea, vomiting, 
diarrhea 
= asphyxia as in cyanide 


poisoning 


chronic . jz liver dysfunction 
i eaneer of lung and colon 
(particularly in workers 


over 40 years of age). 
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(2) General Physical Examination: A general physical examination is 
required. Particular attention shall be directed to those systems which 
may be affected by acrylonitrile. The co-ordinating examining 
physician shall determine the frequency of the periodic examination, 


but it shall be at least annually. 


Clinical Tests 


Clinical tests aid in the assessment of a worker's fitness for and 


continued exposure to acrylonitrile. 


(1) Liver Funetion Tests: Examination for liver function by blood 
tests, such as for alanine aminotransferase (ALT; formerly serum 
glutamic pyruvic transaminase, SGPT), serum aspartate 
aminotransferase (AST; formerly serum glutamic oxalacetic 
transaminase, SGOT), gamma-glutamyl transpeptidase (GGTP), serum 
bilirubin and serum alkaline phosphatase, may aid in the evaluation of 


the effect of acrylonitrile. 


The frequency of testing depends on the extent of the hazard, as well 
as the worker's previous test levels and shall be decided by the 
co-ordinating examining physician. An annual interval would be 


appropriate. 


(2) Feeal occult blood test: This test may be used for selected 
workers. The co-ordinating examining physician shall decide when it is 
appropriate for it to be introduced, and the frequency of testing. An 


annual interval would be reasonable. 


(3) X-rays: The necessity for and frequency for x-rays shall be 


decided by the co-ordinating examining physician. 


(4) Acrylonitrile absorption tests: These are reported in the 


literature and may be considered. Acrylonitrile and its metabolites 
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may be assessed in blood and urine: 
ee = Blood and urinary acrylonitrile, 
me Blood cyanide, and 
= Urinary thiocyanate. 
Results of these tests indicate the degree of absorption and excretion. 


(5) Action Levels: An assessment of fitness for work shall be based 


on the clinical examination in conjunction with the clinical tests. 


(a) Liver Function Tests: No specific action levels are 
Stated. If the examining physician determines that liver 
function tests are abnormal they should be repeated in four 
to six weeks. If the abnormality is confirmed, a decision 
Shall be made by the physician as to whether the worker 


should be removed from acrylonitrile exposure. 


(b) Fecal occult blood test: No specific action levels are 
stated. If the test is positive, and is confirmed on a repeat 
Specimen, the worker shall be referred for further 


investigation. 


If symptoms or signs of acrylonitrile or cyanide intoxication are 
present the worker shall be removed from acrylonitrile exposure 


regardless of the clinical test results. 


A determination by the co-ordinating examining physician shall be 
made as to whether the worker is fit with limitations or unfit, and 
action taken in accordance with section 16 of the acrylonitrile 
“regulation. Subsequently, a decision shall be made by the physician as 


to whether the worker may return. 
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5. Health Education 


Personal hygiene is important. Workers shall be advised to wash 
before eating, drinking and smoking and to shower at the end of the 
work shift. 


All workers shall be made aware of the hazards of acrylonitrile and 


their examination results shall be discussed. 


6. Medical History and Examination Records 


Under the provisions of the Acrylonitrile Regulation, the co-ordinating 
examining physician in charge of the medical surveillance program 
shall maintain health records for each worker examined. Such records 


should include: 


- name in full of worker; 

= maiden surname of mother; 

= date of birth; 

= SCX; 

= Social Insurance Number; 

2 date occupations or jobs commenced; 

= date occupations or jobs ended; 

= the kinds of operations or processes in which the worker 
was involved; 

= concentrations of airborne acrylonitrile to which worker is 
exposed; 

= use of respiratory equipment; 

= date of visits to physician's office; 

- medical examination reports; 

= health assessments; 

- results of clinical tests; 


= copies of referral letter to a hospital or physician; 
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= copies of Forms 7 and 8 to the -Workers' Compensation 
Board if completed; 

x all relevant correspondence concerning health, and any 
information concerning the actions taken in response to 


abnormal clinical tests. 


A worker's health records shall be kept in a secure place by the co- 


ordinating examining physician for: 


(a) a period of forty years from the time such records were 


first made, or 


(b) a period of twenty years from the time the last of such 


records were made, 


whichever is the longer. Where the co-ordinating examining physician 
or his successor is no longer able or willing to keep the records, the 
records are to be forwarded to the Chief Physician of the Occupational 
Health Medical Service of the Ministry of Labour, who will keep them 


in a secure place. 
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PROPOSED REGULATION MADE UNDER THE 
OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH AND SAFETY ACT 


DESIGNATED SUBSTANCE - ARSENIC 


1. In this Regulation, 


(a) "arsenic" means arsenic in its elemental form and arsenic in 
inorganic compounds and includes arsenic in organic form only 
where both inorganie and organic compounds of arsenic are 


present; 


(b) "joint health and safety committee" includes a joint health and 
safety committee established under section 8 of the Act, a 
committee of like nature and the workers or their 
representatives who participate in an arrangement, program or 


system conforming to subsection 8(2) of the Act; 
(c) "m3?" means cubic metre; 
(d) "ug" means micrograms. 
2. Arsenic is prescribed as a designated substance. 


= meee el) Subject to subsection (3), this Regulation applies to every 
employer and worker at a work place where arsenic is present, 
produced, processed, mined, used, handled or stored and at which a 
worker is likely to inhale, ingest, absorb or come into contact with 


arsenic. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), an employer to whom this Regulation 
applies shall take every precaution reasonable in the circumstances to 


ensure that every worker who is not an employee of the employer but 
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who is working in the work place of the employer and is exposed to 
arsenic and whose health is likely to be affected thereby is protected 


and the worker shall comply with the requirements of the employer. 


(3) Subsection (2) and sections 4 to 17 do not apply to a 
constructor, to an employer who is carrying out a project, or to a 


worker working on or at a project. 


(1) Every employer shall take all necessary measures. and 
procedures by means of engineering controls, work practices and 
hygiene practices and facilities to ensure that the time-weighted 
average exposure of a worker to airborne arsenic is reduced to the 
lowest practical level and in any case shall not exceed 10 micrograms 


(yg) arsenic per m?® of air. 


(2) Nothwithstanding subsection 4(1), an employer shall ensure that 
the exposure of a worker to arsenic shall not exceed 50 micrograms 


(ug) arsenic per m°® of air at any time. 


(3) Subject to section 5, every employer shall comply with sub- 
sections (1) and (2) without requiring a worker to wear and use 


respiratory equipment. 


(4) The time-weighted average exposure of a worker to airborne 
arsenic shall be calculated in accordance with the Schedule and the 
result of the calculation of the exposure may be certified by an 


inspector. 


(5) Every worker shall work in compliance with the work practices 
and hygiene practices in accordance with the provisions of the arsenic 


control program. 


(6) On a prosecution for a failure to comply with subsection (1) or 


(2), it shall be a defence for an employer to prove that he has complied 
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with subsection (1) or (2), and that a breach of subsection (1) or (2) 
occurred solely because a worker failed to work in compliance with the 
work practices and hygiene practices in accordance with the provisions 
of the arsenic control program and the employer has taken every 
precaution reasonable in the circumstances to require the worker to do 


SO. 


(1) Where the strict duty imposed by subsection 4(1) or 4(2) cannot 


be complied with because, 
(a) an emergency exists; or 


(b) the measures and procedures necessary to control the 


exposure of a worker to airborne arsenic, 

(i) do not exist or are not available, 
(ii) are not reasonable or practical for the length of 
time or frequency of exposure or the nature of 


the process, operation or work, or 


(iii) are not effective because of a temporary 


breakdown of equipment, 


the employer shall provide a worker with respiratory equipment which 


Shall be used by the worker. 


(2) Where respiratory equipment is provided by an employer and — 


used by a worker, the respiratory equipment shall: 


(a) be appropriate in the  ecirecumstanees for the 


concentration of airborne arsenic; 


(b) meet or exceed the requirements set out in the Code for 
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Respiratory Equipment for Arsenic dated the 15th day of 
July 1983 and issued by the Ministry; and 


(c) be used in accordance with the requirements of the 
Code. 
(3) The employer shall provide training and instruction to a worker 


in the proper care and use of respiratory equipment provided by the 


employer. 


(1) Every employer to whom this Regulation applies shall cause an 
assessment to be made in writing of the exposure or likelihood of 
exposure in a work place of a worker to the inhalation, ingestion, 


absorption or contact with arsenic. 


(2) In causing the assessment to be made, the employer shall 


consider and take into account such matters as, 


(a) the methods and procedures used or to be used in the 


processing, mining, use, handling or storage of arsenic; 


(b) the extent and potential extent of the exposure of a 
worker to the inhalation, ingestion, absorption or contact 


with arsenic; and 


(c) the measures and procedures necessary to control such 
exposure by means of engineering controls, work 


practices and hygiene practices and facilities. 


(3) In causing the assessment to be made, the employer shall 
consult thereon with the joint health and safety committee and the 
committee may make recommendations with respect to the 


assessment. 
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(4) A copy of the assessment made by an employer shall be given by 
the employer to each member of the joint health and safety 


committee. 


(1) Where the assessment discloses or would, if made in conformity 
with section 6, disclose that a worker is likely to inhale, ingest, absorb 
or come into contact with arsenie and that the health of the worker 
may be affected thereby, the employer shall develop, establish, put 
into effect and maintain measures and procedures to control the 
exposure of the worker to arsenic and shall incorporate the same into 


an arsenic control program. 
(2) The arsenic control program shall include provisions for, 


(a) engineering controls, work practices and _ hygiene 
practices and facilities to control the exposure of a 


worker to arsenic; 


(b) methods and procedures to monitor the concentrations of 
airborne arsenic in the work place and the exposure of a 


worker thereto; 


(c) personal records of the exposure of a worker to arsenic 
at the work place, including the time-weighted average 
exposure of the worker and of the concentrations of 
arsenic and the times in which such concentrations were 
taken to be representative of the exposure of the worker 
and used in calculating the average exposure, to be 


maintained by the employer; 
(d) medical examinations and clinical tests of a worker; 


(e) records of medical examinations and clinical tests of a 


worker to be maintained by a physician who _ has 
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examined the worker or under whose direction the 


examination and tests have been performed; and 


(f) a training program for supervisors and workers on the 
health effects of arsenic and the measures and 


procedures required under the arsenic control program. 


(3) In developing the measures and procedures mentioned in 
subsection (1) and the arsenic control program, the employer shall 
consult with the joint health and safety committee and the committee 


may make recommendations with respect to the same. 


(1) Where engineering controls come into existence through the 
development of knowledge and technology and would, if adopted and 
implemented by an employer, reduce the exposure of a worker to or 
below the time-weighted average exposure limit prescribed by this 
Regulation, the employer shall adopt and implement the engineering 


controls where it is reasonable or practical so to do. 


(2) Where a change is made in a process involving arsenic, in mining 
or in the methods and procedures in the use, handling or storage of 
arsenic and the change could result in a significant difference in the 
exposure of a worker to the inhalation, ingestion, absorption or contact 
with arsenic, the employer shall cause a further assessment to be made 
forthwith and the provisions of sections 6 and 7 apply to the further 


assessment. 


(1) Where disputes arise between an employer and a joint health 
and safety committee as to an assessment required under section 6 or 
8 or as to the measures and procedures mentioned in subsection 7(1) or 
the arsenic control program or its provisions required under section 7 
or 8, the employer, a member of the joint health and safety committee 
or the committee may notify an inspector thereof who shall 


investigate and give a decision in writing to the employer and to the 
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member or the committee. 


(2) Nothing in subsection (1) applies so as to affect the power of an 


inspector to issue an order for a contravention of this Regulation. 


(1) A copy of the arsenic control program put into effect by the 
employer shall be given by the employer to each member of the joint 
health and safety committee and the employer shall acquaint every 


worker affected by the arsenic control program with its provisions. 


(2) A copy of the arsenic control program put into effect by the 
employer shall be made available by the employer in English and in the 


majority language of the work place. 


Subject to section 17, the procedures for monitoring, sampling and 
determining the concentrations of airborne arsenic in a work place and 
the exposure of a worker thereto shall be those set out in the Code for 
Measuring Airborne Arsenic dated the 15th day of July 1983, and 
issued by the Ministry. 


The results of monitoring the concentrations of airborne arsenic in the 
work place and the exposure of a worker thereto as provided by the 


arsenic control program shall be, 

(a) posted forthwith by the employer, as soon as the results are 
available in a conspicuous place or places at the work place 
where they are most likely to come to the attention of the 
workers affected thereby, for a period of at least fourteen days; 


(b) furnished to the joint health and safety committee; and 


(c) kept by the employer for a period of at least five years.

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(1) A worker shall, at the expense of the employer, undergo the 
medical examinations and clinical tests required under the arsenic 


control program. 


(2) The medical examinations and clinical tests required under the 


arsenic control program shall make provisions for, 


(a) pre-employment and pre-placement medical

(i) a medical history, 
(ii) a physical examination, and 


(iii) clinical tests as required by the examining 


physician; and 


(b) periodic medical examinations and clinical tests 


consisting of the items prescribed by clause (a). 


(3) Subject to section 17, the concentration of arsenic in urine of a 
worker shall be determined in accordance with the Code for 
Determination of Arsenic in Urine dated the 15th day of July 1983, and 
issued by the Ministry. 


(4) The medical history, physical examination and clinical tests 
shall meet the provisions of the Code for Medical Surveillance of 
Arsenic Exposed Workers dated the 15th day of July 1983, and issued 
by the Ministry. | 


(1) The records of the exposures of each worker to airborne arsenic 
at the work place to be maintained as provided by the arsenic control 
program shall identify the worker, including his date of birth, his jobs 


or occupations at the work place, the results of monitoring for 
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exposure to airborne arsenic in his work area and the use by the worker 


of respiratory equipment and its type. 


(2) The employer shall provide a copy of the records of the 
exposures of the worker to airborne arsenic as provided by the arsenic 
control program to the physician who examines the worker and under 


whose supervision the clinical tests of the worker are performed. 


(1) The records of medical examinations and clinical tests of a 
worker obtained and made under this Regulation and of the exposures 
of the worker to airborne arsenic furnished by the employer under 
subsection 14(2) shall be kept in a secure place by the physician who 
has conducted the examinations and tests or under whose supervision 


the examinations and tests have been made for, 


(a) a period of forty years from the time such records were 


first made; or 


(b) a period of twenty years from the time the last of such 


records were made, 
whichever is the longer. 


(2) Where the physician is no longer able or willing to keep the 
records, the records shall be forwarded to the Chief Physician, 
Occupational Health Medical Service of the Ministry, or a physician 
designated by the Chief Physician and the provisions of subsection (1) 


shall, with necessary modifications, apply thereto. 


(1) The physician conducting the physical examination or clinical 
tests or under whose supervision the examination or tests are made 
Shall advise the employer, who shall act thereon, and the worker 
whether the worker is fit or, because of a condition resulting from 


exposure to arsenic, is fit with limitations or unfit for work in arsenic 
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exposure without giving or disclosing to the employer the records or 
results of the examination or tests, and in advising that the worker is 
fit with limitations or unfit, the physician shall be governed by the 
provisions of the Code for Medical Surveillance of Arsenic Exposed 


Workers referred to in subsection 13(4). 


(2) Where a worker is removed from arsenic exposure because a 
physical examination or clinical test discloses that the worker may 
have or has a condition resulting from exposure to arsenic and suffers 
a loss of earnings occasioned thereby, the worker is entitled to 


compensation for the loss in the manner and to the extent provided by 


the Workers' Compensation Act. 


(3) Upon advising the employer and the worker that a worker, 
because of a condition resulting from exposure to arsenic, is fit with 
limitations or unfit for work in arsenic exposure, the physician shall 
advise in writing upon a confidential basis the joint health and safety 
committee thereof and in giving such advice shall indicate his opinion 


as to the interpretation to be placed thereon. 


(4) Copies of the exposure records and the records and results of 
physical examinations and clinical tests of a worker shall be given by 


the physician conducting the examinations or tests, 


(a) to the worker or his physician upon the request in writing 


of the worker; and 


(b) in the ease of a deceased worker, to the next of kin or 
personal representative of the worker, upon the request 


in writing of such next of kin or personal representative, 


and any authorization of another person by the worker or his next of 


kin or personal representative is of no effect. 
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(5) Where the physician advises the employer that a worker, 
because of a condition resulting from exposure to arsenic, is fit with 
limitations or is unfit for work in arsenic exposure, the physician shall 
forthwith communicate such advice to the Chief Physician, 


Occupational Health Medical Service of the Ministry. 


For the purposes of this Regulation, the methods and procedures that 
may be used or adopted may vary from the codes issued by the 
Ministry if the protection afforded thereby or the factors of accuracy 
and precision used or adopted are equal to or exceed the protection or 
the factors of accuracy and precision in the codes issued by the 
Ministry. 


(1) This Regulation, except sections 4, 5, 7, 8 and 10 to 17 comes 
into force on the day this Regulation is filed with the Registrar of 
Regulations. 


(2) Sections 4, 5, 7, 8 and 10 to 17 come into force ninety days 
after the day this Regulation is filed with the Registrar of 
Regulations. 
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SCHEDULE 


The time-weighted average exposure of a worker to airborne arsenic shall 


be calculated as follows: 


1. The average concentrations of arsenic to which a worker is exposed 
shall be determined from analyses of air samples taken as being 
representative of the exposure of the worker to arsenie during work 


operations as set out in the Code mentioned in section 11. 


2. The results of the analyses are the concentrations of arsenic expressed 


as micrograms (ug) arsenic per m® of air. 


3. The concentrations shall be multiplied by the time in hours to which 


the worker is taken to be exposed to such concentrations. 
4. The weekly exposure shall be calculated as follows: 


C,Ty + CoTo *--+ Sete es cumulative weekly exposure, where C, is 
the concentration found in an air sample and T, is the total time in 
hours to which the worker is taken to be exposed to concentration Cy 


in a week. 


9. The time-weighted average exposure shall be calculated by dividing 


the cumulative weekly exposure by 40.

GENERAL REQUIREMENTS FOR THE USE OF RESPIRATORS 


1. Subject to the Tables in this Code, respiratory protective equipment 
must be used in accordance with the procedure specified by the 


equipment manufacturer. 


2. Written standard operating procedures governing the selection and use 


of respirators must be established. 


3. Written procedures on use and care of respirators must be reviewed 


with workers. 


4. Workers must be trained in the proper use and limitations of 


respirators. 


2. Respirators must be fitted so that there is an effective seal between 


the respirator and the worker's face. 


6. Where practicable, the respirators are to be assigned to individual 


workers for their exclusive use. 
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Compressed air, compressed oxygen, liquid air and liquid oxygen used 


for respirators are to meet CSA standards when applicable. 


Respirators must be regularly cleaned, disinfected and inspected. 
Those issued for the exclusive use of one worker must be cleaned after 
each day's use, or more often if necessary, while those used by more 
than one worker must be thoroughly cleaned and disinfected after each 


use. 
Worn or deteriorated parts must be replaced. 


Respirators for emergency use, such as self-contained devices, are to 
be thoroughly tested at least once a month, and serviced after each 


use. 


All respirators and replacement parts must be stored in a convenient, 


clean and sanitary location. 


Persons must not be assigned to tasks requiring use of respirators 
unless they are physically able to perform the work and use the 
equipment. 


Workers required to wear respirators who experience breathing 
difficulty while using respirators must be referred to a physician for 
evaluation. 


Records of frequency of use by the worker of respiratory equipment 
and its type are to be kept.

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THE DETERMINATION OF TOTAL ARSENIC (As) IN URINE 


Principle of the Method

A measured volume of urine is digested with a mixture of 
eoncentrated nitric, sulphuric and perchloric acids to destroy 
organic matter. This step is carried out to convert the organo- 
arsenic compounds present in the urine to inorganic pentavalent

The digest is treated to remove all traces of nitric and perchloric 
acids and a Suitable portion of the digest is transferred to the 
reaction flask of a hydride generation system. The pentavalent

Arsine, generated by the addition of alkaline sodium borohydride 
to the trivalent arsenic digest, is flushed into the heated quartz

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AIR SAMPLING METHOD FOR ARSINE 


Principle of the Sampling Method 


Air, possibly containing arsine, is drawn at a specified flow rate for a 
known duration through a glass tube containing 20/40 mesh activated 
charcoal. Subsequent to oxidation of the adsorbed arsine with 
0.01 mol/L nitric acid, the resulting solution is analyzed for arsenic. 


Both personal and area samples may be collected by this method. 


Equipment 


The sampling train used to obtain an air sample of arsine is to include 


the following components and satisfy the criteria suggested: 
(1) A battery operated portable pump which: 


(a) is capable of delivering, for 6-8 hours, not less than 
0.20 litres of air per minute with the glass tube containing 
activated charcoal in the sampling train. The maximum 
deviation from the prescribed flow rate is not to exceed 
+ 5% and the pump should be equipped with a pulsation 
damper; 


(b) is intrinisically safe, i.e. certified by an accepted agency as

Medical Examinations 
The examination shall include the following: 


(1) History: The initial medical and occupational history shall 
include enquiry for previous exposure to arsenic (both occupational and 
non-occupational), personal habits (smoking, personal hygiene and 
diet), history of past or present dermal, respiratory, haematological, 


hepatie and neurological disorders. 
Clinical signs and symptoms differ for inorganic arsenic and arsine.

(2) General Physical Examination: At the pre-placement 
examination a general physical examination is required. Particular 


attention must be directed to those systems which may be affected by 


arsenic. Personal hygiene shall be noted. The co-ordinating examining 
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physician shall determine the frequency of the periodic examination 
but it shall usually be at least 2 yearly unless clinical test results, 


symptoms or signs indicate that it should be more frequent. 
Clinical Tests 


Clinieal tests aid in the assessment of a worker's fitness for and 


continued exposure to arsenic. 


Arsenic Absorption Tests 


NORMAL VALUES in unexposed 
URINE up to 0.70 pmol/L 
HAIR up to 5 ppm 


Blood levels of arsenic decline too rapidly to be useful for monitoring 
workers. Hair and nail arsenic analyses, because of possible 
contamination, are not useful screening tests for arsenic in the 


working environment. 


Urine is the most appropriate body fluid for the clinical monitoring of 
workers occupationally exposed to arsenic and may be used since it is a 
measure of the systemic absorption from recent exposure to inorganic 
arsenic including arsine. However, it should be noted that organic- 
arsenical substances from the recent ingestion of fish or shellfish may 
give an erroneously high urinary arsenic determination. This should be 


considered when interpreting the results. 


The frequency of total urinary arsenic tests depends on the extent of 


the hazard, and the worker's previous test results and should usually be 
at one to three month intervals. 
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If symptoms or signs of arsenic intoxication are present, the worker 


shall be removed from arsenic exposure regardless of the clinical test 
results. 


A determination by the co-ordinating examining physician shall be 
made as to whether the worker is fit with limitations or unfit, and 
action taken in accordance with section 16 of the Arsenic Regulation. 
Subsequently, a decision shall be made by the coordinating examining 


physician as to whether the worker may return. 


Sample Collection: Urine - to minimize contamination of the 
specimen and obtain comparable samples the urine specimen shall 
normally be collected at the end of the work week and prior to the 
beginning of the shift. Collect 50 mL in an arsenic-free plastic 
container with screw cap (no liner). Add six drops of glacial acetic 
acid to the specimen immediately after collection. Record with 


sample any recent ingestion of fish or shellfish. 


5. Health Education 


Personal hygiene is important and workers must be advised of the 
danger of eating, drinking and smoking in arsenic exposed areas. All 
workers shall be made aware of the hazards from arsenic and their 


examination results shall be discussed. 


6. Medical History and Examination Records 


Under the provisions of the Arsenic Regulation the co-ordinating 
examining physician in charge of the medical surveillance program 
shall maintain health records for each worker examined. Such records 
should include: 


= name in full of worker; 


- maiden name of mother; 
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date of birth; 

= SEX; 

a Social Insurance Number; 

es occupational or job titles; 

= date occupations or jobs commenced; 

= date occupations or jobs ended; 

2 the kinds of operations or processes in which the worker 
was involved; 

= concentrations of airborne arsenic and/or arsine to which 
the worker was exposed; 

= use of respiratory equipment; 

= date of visits to physician's office; 

= medical examination reports; 

= health assessments; 

- results of clinical tests; 

= copies of referral letter to a hospital or physician; 

= copies of Forms 7 and 8 to the Workers' Compensation 
Board if completed; 

= all relevant correspondence concerning health, and any 
information concerning the actions taken in response to 


abnormal clinical tests. 


A worker's health records shall be kept in a secure place by the co- 
ordinating examining physician for: 


(a) a period of forty years from the time such records were 
first made, or 


(b) aperiod of twenty years from the time the last of such 
records were made, 


whichever is the longer. Where the co-ordinating examining physician 
or his successor is no longer able or willing to keep the records, the 
records are to be forwarded to the Chief Physician of the Occupational

Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the 
Ministry of Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and cost-s. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office.

PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable in the case of an incorporation or increase 
of capital under The Business Corporations Act, 
less the sum of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk 
of the House.

Schedule 3 
RULES OF PROCEDURE 


DELEGATED AUTHORITY OF MINISTER 
TO GIVE CONSENTS 


1. In this Schedule, 


(a) “application” means an application in Form 
1; 


(b) “approval authority” means the municipal 
council or planning board that, by virtue of 
section 1 of this Order, has the authority to 
grant a consent in respect of the land that is 
the subject of the application, and includes a 
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delegate of the municipal council except 
where the delegate is a committee of adjust- 
ment; 


(c) “official”, where the approval authority is the 
council of the municipality, a committee of 
council or an appointed officer, means the 
clerk of the municipality, and, where the 
approval authority is the planning board, 
means the secretary-treasurer of the planning 
board. 


2.—(1) An applicant for a consent under section 52 
of the Act shall submit to the official an application 
together with as many copies thereof as the official 
requires. 


(2) The application shall be signed by the owner of 
the land that is the subject of the application or the 
owner’s agent or solicitor. 


(3) Where the application is signed by the owner’s 
agent or solicitor, the owner’s signed authorization to 
the agent or solicitor to sign the application on the 
owner’s behalf shall be submitted with the application. 


3.—(1) The applicant shall attach to each copy of 
the application submitted a sketch containing the 
information listed in Note 2 of Form 1. 


(2) The approval authority may require that the 
sketch be a plan of survey signed by an Ontario Land 
Surveyor but otherwise a hand-drawn sketch, drawn 
to scale, is acceptable. 


4. The official shall note the date of receipt on each 
application, prefix each application received with the 
letter “B” and number applications consecutively, 
commencing at “1” at the beginning of each calendar 
year, followed by an oblique stroke and the last two 
digits of the year. 


5. The official shall, at least fourteen days before 
the date that an application is to be considered by the 
approval authority, provide a copy of the application 
and a request for written comments to each of the 
following: 


1. Where the approval authority is the planning 
board or is a committee of the council or an 
officer appointed by the council, to the clerk 
of the local municipality in which the land 
that is the subject of the application is situate 
or to another officer of the local municipality 
who is designated by resolution of the council 
of the local municipality. 


2. Except where municipally owned and oper- 
ated water and sanitary sewerage facilities 
are available to the land that is the subject of 
the application, to a director appointed in 
respect of Part VII of the Environmental 
Protection Act. 
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3. Where the land that is the subject of the 
application abuts or has access to a provin- 
cial highway, to the regional director of the 
region of the Ministry of Transportation and 
Communications and to the district engineer 
of the district of that Ministry in which the 
land is situate. 


4. Where the land that is the subject of the 
application, 


i. abuts unpatented lands belonging to 
Her Majesty in right of Ontario, 


ii. is adjacent to or covered by water, 


iii. is designated in a hazard land cate- 
gory in an official plan, or 


iv. is designated in a mineral resource 
category in an official plan, 


to the District Manager of the district of the 
Ministry of Natural Resources in which the 
land is situated, unless the District Manager 
has advised the official in writing that he 
does not wish to receive copies of applica- 
tions.

(2) Where the approval authority, in granting a 
consent, has stipulated that subsection 49 (3) or (5) of 
the Act shall apply to any subsequent conveyance of or 
transaction involving the same parcel, the certificate 
required by subsection 52 (21) of the Act, 


(a) where it is affixed to a deed or other docu-

(b) where it is not affixed to the deed, shall be a 
certificate in Form 5. 


9. The official or, where the office of the official is 
vacant or the official is unable to carry out his duties 
through illness or otherwise, another person 
authorized by the approval authority, shall attend all

(b) minutes of every meeting of the approval

(c) all other records of the approval authority. 


10. For every six-month period beginning on the Ist 
days of January and July, the official shall complete a 
statistical report of the number of consent applications 
and their disposition, for each municipality or geo- 
graphic township within the jurisdiction of the 
approval authority, on a form supplied by the Ministry 
of Municipal Affairs and Housing. 


11. On or before the 22nd days of January and July,

(2) Notwithstanding that a tariff of fees has been 
prescribed under subsection (1), the planning board 
may reduce the amount of, or waive the requirement 
for the payment of a fee in respect of an application 
where the board is satisfied that it would be unreason- 
able to require payment in accordance with the tariff. 


(3) Where any person is required to pay a fee in 
respect of an application, subsections 68 (3) and (4) of 
the Act apply.

REGULATION TO AMEND 
REGULATION 105 OF

1.—(1) Subsection 2 (1) of Regulation 105 of 
Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1980, as 
amended by subsection 1 (1) of Ontario Regu- 
lation 855/82, is further amended by striking 
out “$3.51” in the fourth line and inserting in 
lieu thereof “$4.14”.

Having been advised by the Ganaraska Region

A. Blasting twice per week as stated in the con- 
dition of approval is impractical and costly to 
the proponent.

Most of the potentially deleterious 
effects have already taken place. Subsequent 
construction is primarily to protect the exist- 
ing landforms and provide for completion of 
the lakefill including construction of a 
breakwater to assist in the protection of these 
landforms; 


. The undertaking will have a positive 


environmental effect in conjunction with 
provision of shoreline erosion protection; 


. Application of the Act would result in 


increased costs due to the costs of preparing 
the environmental assessment and due to 
increased project implementation costs 
resultant from any delays in scheduling. Such 
cost increases would be directly allowable to 
the public sector, particularly the Province of 
Ontario and the City of Mississauga; 


. Application of the Act would result in delays 


in project implementation and_ thereby 
remove the beneficial effects of economic 
stimulation to the private sector at a time 
when such stimulation is critical to the local 
economy;

PRIVATE BILLS 
Filing Bill with Clerk 


65. (a) Any person, group or corporation may 
apply for a Private Bill by filing with the Clerk of the 
House a copy of the Bill together with a fee of 
$150.00. 


Applicant to pay cost of printing 


(b) Every applicant for a Private Bill shall pay 
the cost of printing the Bill, including the cost of 
printing the Act in the annual Statutes. 


Other charges 


(c) Where a Standing Order is suspended with 
reference to a Bill, a charge of $50.00 shall be levied. 


Additional fees 


(d) Where a Bill incorporates a company, or 
increases the capital stock of a company already 
incorporated, there shall be paid to the Clerk of the 
House, by or on behalf of the applicant, before the 
same is reported to the House, the same fee as would 
be payable in the case of an incorporation or increase 
of capital under The Business Corporations Act, 
less the sum of $150.00 already paid to the Clerk 
of the House.
